A LAW. 
' SIGNED BY THE PRESIDENT. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 4—3 a. m.—- At 2:35 
a. m. the Tax and Tariff bill was received from 
the House. The President of the Senate imme- 
diately signed it, and a few minutes later Presi- 
deat Arthur affixed his signature. 

The bill is now, therefore, a law. 
PASSING THE TARIFF. 
FINAL ACTION OF THE HOUSE, AND THE 

EXCITEMENT ATTENDANT . THERBEUPON— 

THE DEBATE. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 8,-—[Special.]—At 
5:30 o'clock this afternoon the House, by a 
vote of 152 to 115, adopted the Tariff bill re- 
ported by the committee of conference. The 
following Democrats voted for the bill: Beltz- 
hoover, Bliss, Ermentrout, Hardeubergh, Hardy, 
H. 8. Harris, Klotz. Ladd, Morse, Mutchler, 
Randall, and M. R. Wise—twelve in all. Eleven 


Republicans voted against it, as follows: Bayne, 


Campbell, Errett, and Miller of Pennsylvania, 
Dawes, McKinley, Ross, Robinson, E. B. Taylor, 
and J. D. Taylor of Ohio, and Hubbell of Michi- 
gan. While four Pennsylvania Repub- 
licans voted against bill, the only 
Pennsy!Vvania Democrat recorded in the negative 
was Musgrove, while Beltzhoover, Ermentrout, 
Klotz, Mutchler, M. R. Wise, and Randall voted 
tor it. The Ohio opposition to the bill was based 
mainly on opposition to the rates adopted on 
raw wool. McKinley, however, was opposed to 
the bill because it fixed the duty on cotton ties 
at 35 per cent ad valorem, the present rate, 
while the Hodse had advanced that rate. Hub- 
beil, of Michigan, was troubled about copper, 
and the Pennsylvania Republicans who voted 
against the bill did so at the instigation of 
certain iron and steel interests. Several 
Republicans who voted forthe measure, men 
like Anderson and Dunnell, did so under pro- 
test, declaring the dose was a very nauseous 
one, but one which they felt compelled to swal- 
low. A majority of the Pennsylvania Republic- 
ans voted for the bill. They were Barr, Bing- 
ham, Fisher, Godsbalk, Harmer, Goodwin, Kel- 
ley, O'Neill, Scranton, Shailenberger, A. Herr 
Smitb, Walker, Ward, and Watson. No Illinois 
Republican voted against the bill, and the fol- 
lowing were recorded ia the aflirmative: Al- 
drich, Cullen, Cannon, George R. Davis, C. B. 

Farwell, Henderson, Hitt, Lewis, Marsh, Payson, 
Sherwin, and D. G. Smith. Thomas 
Cook, Greenbacker, of Iowa, Who was 
sworn in two or three bours 
before the vote was taken, In place of Outts, 
Republican, unseated, voted against the bill. 
and Sessinghaus, of Missouri, who was seated 
last nightin place of Frost, Democrat, voted 
for it. 

FILIBUSTERING. 

The debate on the conference report was pre- 
ceded by a parliamentary wrangle which wasted 
nearly an hour. One or two rulings by Keifer 
at this junctare created some alarm among the 
friends of the bill, who, knowing that Keifer 
was dead against it, began to fear that 
he would be guilty of some outrageous 
ruling in order to defeat the measure. 
Some members of the Ways and Means 
Committee even believed that he would go to 
the length of ruling that the conference report 
waa divisible, ana that a vote might be demand- 
ed on each of the provisions contained therein. 
Their fears, however, were not justified by sub- 
sequent events, and when the vote was taken 
it was plain enough that no mere parliamentary 
juggie by the Speaker could accomplish the de- 
feat of the bill. 

After the points of order had been got rid of, 
Springer demanded the reading ot the entire 
bill. This of course had to be done on 
the demand of a single member. The per- 
formance occupied nearly two hours, and not 
a single person paid any attention to it except 
the one engaged in reading, who performed his 
duty in the most perfunctory manner. The 
reading clerks were relieved from time to time 
by Representatives Speer, of Georgia, and Rob- 
inson, of Massachusetts, who volunteered to 
take part of the burden upon themselves. Rob- 
inson read with great rapidity, and the perform- 
ance ended sooner than many expected it would, 

THE SPEECHES. 

The debate was not very interesting. Mr. 
Kelley spoke twenty minutes in an apologetic, 
explanatory way, without exciting much in- 
terest. 

Mr. Carlisle, who spoke nearly an hour, won 
the attention of the House, and some of bis crit- 
icisms were very effective. Public sentiment 
and interest, he said, demand a reduction of 
taxation. He regretted that he could not sup- 
port this measure. He had been willing to sup- 
port any measure which would insure an aver- 
age reduction of W percent. This one would 
notreduce more than half that amount, He 
then criticised those parts of the conference re- 
po- ts where the committee bad adopted rates 
different from those agreed upon by the House 
or Senate. 

Mr. Haskell made a strong speech in favor of 
the report. 

Mr. Robinson, of Ohio, then got the floor and 
spoke five minutes against the bill. His opposi- 
tion was based upon the injustice done to the 
wool-growers, of whom he said there are 600.000 
in the United States. He at the Nationa! 
Wool-Growers’ Association, which, he said, con- 
sisted of four men, who had elected a President 
and Secretary who had come to Washington 
without conégulting a single wo- grower in the 
country, and had formally. in the name of the 
wool-growers of the United States, accepted the 


schedule proposed. This bill, be said, would 


take from the Ohio farmers $1,000,000 a year. 
He appealed to the Representatives of Pennayi- 
vania and New England to stand by the wool- 
growers. 

Mr. Hubbell made a hort. sharp speech, at- 
tacking the report on account of the reduction 
of the rate on copper. 

Mr, Speer, of Georgia, who signed the confer- 
ence report, defended it in a vigorous speech, 
which elicited considerable applause on the Ke- 
publican side. 

Mr. Wilson, Of West Virginia, made an ante- 
mortem statement in favor of the conference

Since 
he had listened to the discussions on this floor, 
on both sides of the House, he had come to the 
conclusion that Hancock’s words desoribing the 
tariff as a local issue were words of wisdom. 
This bill did not go so fur as he could wish. He 
would prefer a bill to take off $140,000,000 of 
taxation, but if he could not have a whole loaf 
be was willing to take haif a one. 

Mr. Mureh, of Maine, opposed the bill and at- 
tacked the National banks. 

Mr. Bayne, of Penasyivania, Republican, also 
opposed the bill, the first part of which, how- 
ever, be said, ought’ to be passed. With much 
empbasis he declared the Congress that shall 
reduce the tariff? will make a grievous mis- 
take.“ He went on then to describe the misery 
and poverty which would result from cold fur- 


| naces and idle milis. 


Mr. Peelle, of indiana, defended the confer- 
ence report, “It is the best bill we can pass, 
and is infinitly better than the present law.” 

Mr. Morse got the floor again, and read some 
telegrams from people of Massachusetts urging 
him to stand by the bill, and to use his influence 
in its favor. 

There was a good deal of sameness about the 
language of Mr. Morse’s telegrams, and it was 
suggested that he had written them all himseif. 

Mr. S. S. Cox evideotly thought so, for as soon 
as he could get the flour he went on to read a lot 
of telegrams signed by many farmer, etc., 
which telegrams he had himseif concocted. ~- 

Mr. Fisher, of Pennsylvania, said that he felt 
that he was between the devil and the deep sea, 
and that, in order to escape a worse fate, he 
must swallow this bill. 

Mr. Anderson declared that the bill was an in- 
famous outrage, but there were only ten hours 
of the session left, and in the next Congress he 
for one should be ready and willing, not to gay

Sunset Cox denounced the bill as an infa- 
mous juggie, and declared that there had never 
been, in the last twenty years, such a conspic- 
uous failure as the present Congress, which 
would be known hereafter as the Great Amer- 
ican Congressional! Failure. 

Mr. Morrison made a short speech against the 
Dill. and Mr. Tucker closed the debate on the 
same side. He declared that the Republicans 
had swapped the Constitution for a high tariff. 
They wanted a nian tarif. He wanted a low 
tariff. 

Mr. Mutohler, a Democrat from Pennsylvania. 
spoke in favor of the bill, and Mr. Kasson closed 
the discussion on that side in the best speech 
that he has made since he returned to Con- 
gress. . 

The announcement of the result of the vote 
was received by the Republicans with continued 
applause, and the tone of the comments after 
the House took a recess was one of extreme 
self-satisfaction. 3 

The bill will undoubtedly receive the approval 
of the President, and thus become a law. 

A DANGEROUS SNAG. 

THE CONFERENCES ON THE SUNDRY CIVIL 
BILL AND’ THE ACTION OF THE SENATE. 
Wasurnoton, D. C., March 38.—[Special.]}—At 8 

p.m.in the Senate Mr. Allison,from the con- 

ference committee on the Sundry Civil bill, sub- 
mitted a report to the effect that the committee 
had been unable to agree. He said asubstantial 
agreement had been reached on ail matters of 
appropria uon, but it was the provisions of legis- 
lation in the original House bill that had led to 
the disagreement. Mr. Allison detailed the leg- 
isiative provisions insisted upon by the House 
conferees, which were the sale of military res- 
ervations, changing the iaws relative to sol- 
diers’ homes, ratification of the Sioux treaty, and 
amending the preémption laws; alsoas to the sale 
of the Brooklyn and Chelsea Navy-Yards. There 
was another question of difference, added Mr. 
Allison, which was that the House insisted upon 
allowing its officers and employés an extra 
month’s pay, and the Senate conferees had re- 
fused to consider the proposition unless the 
same provision was made for Senate officers and 
employés. In reply to a question, Mr. Allison 
said the House conferees did not deny to the 

Senate the right to increase the pay of its em- 

pioyés if it saw fit to do so. Mr. Allison added 

that in the light of the Senate’s action striking. 
out legislation the Senate conferees had not 
telt authorized to yield to the House; that the 

House insisted upon inserting legislation which 

had not been considered by any standing com- 


‘mittee of the Senate, and could not be at this 


late hour. The House legisla ton was all new. 
The Senate Appropriations Committee had not 
had opportunity to examine it, and now it re- 
mained for the Senate to say whether it would 
stand by its action in striking out the legislation 
or yield to the House. 

Mr. Dawes in a very earnest manner said this 
question was not new. It had come up fre- 
quently before, and though he would go as far 
as any Senatorin providing the necessary ap- 
propriation for the Government, for his part he 
would rather see all the bills fail tonignt than to 
yield this point and assent to the vicious prac- 
tice of putting ljegisiation into appropriation 
bills, If the House stood here under- 
taking, to coerce a coördiuste branch 
of the National Legislature at the risk 
of letting the appropriation bills fail, why let 
them fail. He [Dawes] would not be coerced, 
aod he hoped the Senate conferees would be in- 
structed to maintain the position and : dignity of 
the Senate. Mr. Dawes animadverted severely 
upon the House. He thought the remaining 
hours of Congress could not be more profitably 
spent than in emancipating appropriation bills 
from the vicious and dangerous system of piac- 
ing riders upon them. It was a dangerous 


power, and if this Congress should do nothing 


else than to take a determined stand against 
this system, it would win the plaudits of the 
people. 

Mr. Beck asked Mr. Dawesif the Senate con- 
ferees had the power to amend defective legis- 
lation inserted by the House. 

Mr. Dawes was clearly of the opinion that they 
had not. 

Then,“ said Mr. Beck. some of the legisia- 
tion insisted upon by the House was so de- 
fective, so incomplete, that ft would be almost 
criminal to pass it in its existing shape. 

GEN. LOGAN’S SPEECH. 

Mr. Logan regretted this disagreement, but it 
was a matter of the greatest importance to the 
country for the Senate to act firmly and intel 
ligentiy upon this question.

SIGNING THE BILLS IN THE LAST HOURS. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 3.—[Special.)—The 
President reached the Capitol about 9 o'clock 
this evening, and instalied himself in the room 
in the rear of the Senate Chamber, furnished 
and fitted up for his special comfort and con- 
venience. There seemed to bea general desire 
to do honor to the President, or to impress him 
with tne idea that his visit to the Capitol was 
the event that had been waited for and longed 
for. To a suspicious mind the appearance 
implied that there were a good many at the 
Capitol who were desirous of paving the way to 
favors by special attentions. As soon as the 
President entered the room the Captain of the 
Capitol police, accompanied by a file of his men, 
approached. Every corridor leading to the 
President’s room was guarded by the police, and 
orders were issued that none but members of 
Congress were to be permitted to put a foot 
within the area made sacred by the presence 
of the Chief Executive. The police were soon 
reinforced by several Senate messengers, who 
were stationed in the corridor near the Execu- 
tive Chamber. Asif this doubie guard were not 
enough to protect the President from intrusion, 
trusted messengers from the White House were

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POSTAL NOTES. 

LATE ACTION BY THE SENATE. 
Senate assembled at 8 p. m., and the first bill 
taken up was a House bill modifying the postal 
money order system 80 as to authorize Post- 
masters of money-order offices under authority 
of the Postmaster-General to issue postal notes 
m denominations of $5and under. This is an 
important bill, and will greatly. facilitate the 
transmission ot small sums through the mails. 
It authorizes the issue of money - orders without 
corresponding advices of $5 and less, to be on 
engraved paper, and known as postal notes, 

payable to bearer, such notes to be 
invalid after three months, but the holder can 
after that time get the par value of the note by 
applying to the Post-Office Department at 
Washington. For issuing a postal note a fee of 
three cents shall be charged. This bill author- 
izes the issue of money orders in denominations 
of $100 or less, but none for more than $100 can 
be issued. The following fees are fixed to be 
charged for money orders: For orders not ex- 
ceeding $10, eight cents; from 810 to $15, 10 
cents; $15 to $30, 15 cents; $30 to $40, 20 cents; 
$40 to $50, 25 cents; $50 to $60, 30 cents; $60 to 
$70, 35 cents; $70 to $80, 40 cents; $80 to $100, 45 
cents. The bill was passed.

Tur Tariff bill as finally agreed upon is 
better than nothing, but still is far from 
satisfactory. It does not provide the relief 
which the revenue-reformers had the right 
to exvect from the Tariff Commission’s 
promises, on the one hand; on the other, it 
is a sOre disappointmentto many of the high 
protected interests which based their hopes 
on the bad bill reported by the Ways and 
Means Committee in the House. At the 
same time it is the first important step that 
bas been taken in the direction of a revenue 
tariff for many years, and to that extent it 
must be regarded as valuable to the country. 
It does a good work in cutting off a large 
part of the surplus revenue which, if per- 
mitted to remain, would be a standing temp- 
tation to extravagance, subsidies, and jobs; 
and the only regret is that so large a propor- 
tion of this reduction is allotted to the to- 
bacco tax instead of necessaries of life.

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A CITIZENS’ TICKET. 

The spontaneous gathering together on 
Friday evening of prominent.citizens with- 
out regard to party to consult as to the best 
means of rescuing the city from ruin at the 
hands of the low saloon and bummer element 
was the natural outcome of the present situa- 
tion. When the human system becomes sur- 
charged with bile Nature makes an effort to 
expel it. In like manner the municipal sys- 
tem is so full of rottenness and corruption 
that some means must be found to expel it 
before the Whole fabric becomes honey- 
combed with vileness and goes to pieces. 
Hence this meeting of decent and respectable 
representatives of both parties and of promi- 
nent citizens who ordinarily do not figure in 
politics need take no one by surprise. It has 
no political significance; on the other hand, 
it is an effort to purify the city outside of and 
in spite of politics, such as has characterized 
many other cities when politics have become 
so thoroughly vitiated that they are rotten. 

The lower classes, the bummers, the keep- 
ers of doggeries and dago-shops, the gam- 
blers and thieves, the patrons of the pimp- 
eries, the thugs and bruisers—of the sort to 
which the rufflan killed the other night be- 
longed—are not politicians, and care noth- 
ing for parties except as they will grant 
them the largest degree of licentiousness and 
immunity from the penalties of law. The 
party which will make them the highest of- 
fer ofthis kind they will support without 
caring a fig what is its name or what are its 
principles or National issues, They have 
played off politicians of both sides against 
each other so long that at last the politicians 
themselves are well nigh as rotten as the 
bummers who have manipulated them, and 
it 1s evident that there is little hope for their 
regeneration. On the other hand, there is 
imminent danger that the criminal classes 
themselves may step into powerif the honest 
and decent people of the city do mot inter- 
fere and clean out the foul nests. Itis now 
ascertained that it was Mike McDonald’s in- 
tention te have run Jere Dunn for Alderman, 
but the latter’s murder of the prize-fighter 
Elliott has prevented this distinguished 
honor which the Democratic blackleg boss 
of the First Ward was preparing to confer 
upon it. This is a fair sample of the bold- 
ness of the vicious classes and the audacity 
of their leaders in their determination to in- 
augurate an era of unrestrained crime and 
lawlesness in Chicago. 

The present movement is not aimed against 
any party. Its only purpose is war against 
bad municipal government, corrupt poli- 
ticlans, demagogs in office, and rufflans, 
bummers, hoodlums, gamblers, and thieves 
out of office who control those in. It is a 
rising of honest, respectable, law-abiding 
men who have great interests at stake, who 
have to pay the taxes, who have children 
growing up exposed to the temptations of 
the hell-holes with which Chicago abounds, ‘ 
who believe in the honest administration of 
the laws andin having the laws enforced and 
obeyed, who are not content to be black- 
mailed by thieves in office and to be assaulted 
and robbed by thieves out of office, and Who 
at last, unable.to endure it longer, are com- 
pelled to band themselves together for self- 
protection against the rottenness of poli- 
ticlans, the dishonesty of demagogs, the vice 

and crime of the doggeries, and to check in 
some manner the alarming increase of hell- 
holes and sinks of vice before they get the 
upper hand and it is too late. 

What form the organization of citizens may 
take or what policy they may pursue does 
not yet appear. It is sufficient to know 
that the moral sentiment of the community 
isat last aroused, and that decent, respecta- 
ble peqple of all shades of political opinion 
are waking up to the danger of the time and 


cue the city from the foul hands into which 
it has fallen, and to wipe out the present 
horrible degradation of public morals. ‘The 
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realizing that they must act together to res- 
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quiet and orderly. Once these doggeries are 
wiped out there will be less drankenness, 
villainy, and crime of ail sorts. The bum- 
mers and hoodlums will have less influence. 
The city will be free from the dictation of the 


saloonkeepers and gamblers, from the dema- | 


gogy of Harrison, from a dishonest, cor- 
rupt Council, and from the domination of at 
least 2,000 hell-holes. To establish and 
maintain good government and to res- 
cue the good name of the city from the ob- 
loquy which rests upon it, to place some man 
at its head whois not an associate of men 
who ought to be in the penitentiary and who 
will not pander to the criminal classes, to 
elect. honest mento the other offices—such 
are the motives which have inspired the up- 
rising of the people. It is a movement 
which will grow and commend itself to the 
sympathy of honest people. 


THE NEW TARIFF LAW. 

The report of the conference committee 
oh the Tariff bill was adopted by the Na- 
tional House of Representatives yesterday 
afternoon by a vote of 192 to 1135. Twelve 
Democrats voted for the bill and eleven Re- 
publicans voted against it. Perhaps the 
most positive indication of the character of 
the bill is contained in the fact that the 
names of four Republican members from 
Pennsylvania and five Republican members 
from Ohio are included in the negative vote. 
When McKinley, Errett, and Hubbell 
are found voting against the passage of a 
tariff bill, the country may be well assured 
that it will accomplish a substantial reduc- 
tion of duties. McKinley and Errett are ex- 
ercised in regard to the profits of the iron 
monopolists, and Hubbell, who is a copper 
monopolist in bis own right, is fearful lest 
the dividends of the Calumet & Hecla Com- 
pany may not be so enormous in the future 
as they have beenin the past. The shame- 
lesness of Hubbell’s plea in the House yes- 
terday for the continuance of the exorbitant 
dues on copper has no parallel even in this 
profligace and callous Congress. 

Next to the signifieance of these votes is 
the fact that Anderson, and Dyfnell, and 
other sincere and consistent vocates of 
tariff reform voted for the bill. It is true 
the support given to it by many of the re- 
form members was grudging and reluctant. 
They recognized it as a half-way measure, 
but desired its adoption as a step in the right 
direction. They may also have entertained 
the wish that the honor of the first 
move towards. a scaling down of the 
war duties should be enjoyed by the 
Republican party, They telt that in years to 
come they might, with just pride, recall the 
fact that the Democratic party, in spite of its 
vehement and passionate declarations in fa- 
vor of revenue reform, did not in six years 
of continuous power in Congress do somuch 
in this respect as a Republican Senate and 
House in a single session. 

The effects of the bill in detail can only be 
determined by elaborate and intricate com- 
putations. The extént to which the revenue 
will be reduced must remain a matter of con- 
jecture until the new tariff has had an actual 
trial. It seems to be true, however, in a 
general way, that the reductions on impor- 
tant articles are so slight that impor- 
tations will not be greatly stimulated, 
and consequently that the customs 
revenue will suffer a diminution, which 
is the ostensible object of the Dill 
But without reference to the detailed effects 
of the measure, there is cause for sincere re- 
jolemg among all classes of reasonable citi- 
zens not employed by or interested in tariff 
monopolies, that a bill as beneficent in its 
scope and intention as the present one should 
have secured the approval of both Houses of 
Congress. ‘The President’s signature, we 


take it, is a mere matter of form, and will de 


promptly forthcoming. 

The history of this last act of tariff legis- 
lati will long be an open field for the ex- 
ploration of political writers. No Tariff act 
since the foundation of the Government has 
had so curious, so varied, so perilous, and, 
in some respects, so entertaining a 
career. From the inception of the 
scheme of a Tariff Commission in the 
fertile brain of Senator Eaton, of Connecti- 
cut, himself a high-tariff apostie, until the 


present day, no man has been able to speak 


of tariff legislation in a spirit of prophecy. 
It was always a question whether the syndi- 
cate of monopolists would not prove to be 
too powerful for a successful attack. The 
wool interest, the fron interest, the copper 
interest, and the interest were 80 
welded together that the joints of union could 
scarcely be discerned. They were formed and 
stood in a hollow square, and presented to 
assailants from without a fierce and angry 
front. Their battle array has been dis- 
ordered by the most persistent and heroic 
charges. They are now in confusion; 
their cohesion has been weakened, if 
not destroyed. It is a question wheth- 
er the tariff interests will ever be 
so strong again in the United States 
as they have been. They may offer a 
less steadfast opposition to attack in the 
next Congress than they have in this. The 
tariff prohibitionists have now old grudges 
to satisfy as against each other. If the rev- 
enue reformers shall exhibit in the next 
Congress as good 
they have shown in this they may be able to 
secure further useful modifications of the 
tariff. 

The matter is now intrusted by the people 
to the care of the Democratic party. If it 
shall redeem its promises of reform so often 
made, and so uniformly broken in the past, 
it will have a claim on the confidence of the 
country which it has hitherto been unabie 
to establish.

UNLIMITED EXPENDING POWER WANTED 

Mr. John M. Jewett has submitted a letter 
to the Citizens’ Association advocating a new 
Constitutional Convention to remodel the 
charter of Chicago and tha Government of 
Cook County. A report of the letter printed 
yesterday says: 


The letter begins with a general criticism of tne 
present Constitution, complaining that it is too 
restrictive in ite provisions, so that — Cook 
County. Chicago especialiy, nearly 1, 
ot people are for want of power in the local 
government, which legislation cannot remedy, 
condemned to contemplate as the 8 
of the near future a stagnant 28 - 
luted water-supply,: and to submit om ic 
Streets almost 2 filthy, unsightly, an 
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ty to anticipate, in some Conroe at leas 
38 wants and necessities of i popula: 


The Legislature is not likely to subject the 
people of the State to the large expense and 
the turmoil of a Constitutional Convention to 
supply alleged defects in the present organic 
law until the relief that may be obtained un- 
der the existing Constitution has first been 
exhausted and found to be seriously inade- 
quate to the public needs. 

The City of Chicago for a number of years 
previous to 1870 had had and exercised an 
independent power of valuation for pur- 
poses of taxation, and in 1871, the very last 
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several millions of bonds between 1800 and 

1871, whieh were added to the municipal 

debt, and on which the taxpayers have been 
paying interest ever since. 

If it had not been for the wholesome re- 
strictions imposed by the new Constitution 
upon the City Council of Chicago the present 
bonded debt of this city would certainly ex- 
ceed $50,000,000 
requiring three or four millions a year of tax 
to pay the interest thereon. And the present 
aggregate of taxation would not be a cent 
under twelve millions a year. The tax- 
eaters would be enjoying a profligate carni- 
val, but the taxpayers would stagger and 
groan under their burdens. 

The present Constitution does not prohibit 
the Legislature from authorizing the City 
Council to levy any rate or amount of taxa- 
tion it pleases, The two per cent limitation on 
city taxation for general purposes was en- 
acted by the Legislature four years ago, and 
can be repealed or enlarged by the present 
Legislature if thought advisable or necessary. 
Under the last year of Colvin’s Administra- 
tion the City Council levied between five and 
six millions of taxes, and the property-hold- 
ers, becoming alarmed, appealed to the Legis- 
lature of the State to save their property 
from confiscation by the bloodsuckers of the 
Council.’ In response to the appeal the Gen- 
eral Assembly made two percent the maxi- 
mum of direct municipal taxation, exclusive 
of money for the support of the public 
schools, the interest on the city debt, and the 
support of the public library. For these pur- 
poses whatever amountis necessary may be 
levied, The 2 per cent limitation applies to 
all the cities of the State, and has been found 
to work excellently well. And the Legis- 
lature is not likely to disturb it to please the 
Chicago Municipal Government until it first 
exhausts its other sources of revenue—such, 
for instance, as the million of dollars to be 
derived from a high-license tax on the liquor 
nuisance and crime and poverty breeding 
business. 

It is complained that the assessed value of 
property for taxation is too low; but it does 
not require a new Constitution to remedy the 
defect. All that is needed is to elect three 
Assessors this spring who will place a higher 
valuation on taxable property and will do 
their duty more faithfully in looking up 
property that escapes taxation. But it is ob- 
jected that we have three Assessorsin Chi- 
cago when there should only be one. That 
is not the fault of the Constitution, but of the 
law. The Legislature can pass a bill consol- 


idating the three towns for purposes of as- ; 


sessment and taxation. When the time 
comes for this city to build new water-works 
or to enlarge the canal to carry off the in- 
creased sewerage the Legislature will au- 
thorize the City Government to levy the nec- 
essary taxes to construct the one and enlarge 
the other, spreading the burden over a 
series of years. When the public interest 
demands the annexation of the adjoining 
towns aslight change of the existing stat- 
utes will furnish all the authority that is 
needed to take them in. In short, we can 
get along with the powers that may be ex- 
ercised under the present Constitution very 
comfortably for many yearstocome. Had 
it not been for the constitutional restrictions 
on issuing bonds Mr. Jewett would find his 
property buried under a pretty heavy munici- 
pal mortgage, and were it not for the stat- 
utory limitation on taxation he would hardly 
earn money as fast as the tax-eaters would 
devour it for him, and there would be noth- 
ing to show for it except a few thousand 
sleek, well fed and liquored court-house 
bummers and ballot-box stuffers. We sus- 
pect thatif Mr. Jewett had what he advo- 
cates—unlimited spending power by the 
Council for a few years—he would be as 
anxious for restrictions as he is now for un- 
bridled looseness. 


REDUCTIONS OF TAXATION. 

Public attention has been directed so much 
to the tariff feature of the Senate bill which 
was considered in the conference that the 
important reductions in internal revenue 
have hardly been considered. Mr. Morrill, in 
restating and supporting the measure as it 
came from the conference, estimated that it 
would provide a reduction of $75,000,000 a 
year, which is probably an exaggeration. 
The most of this will come out of the inter- 
nal revenue. The tobacco tax has been re- 


duced one-half—from 16 to 8 cents a pound— | 


and the tax on cigars, etc., in proportion. 
The revenue from tobacco during the year 
ending June 30, 1882, was $47,391,988. The 
actual decrease in revenue will not 
be in full proportion to the reduction 
in tax, because consumption will be 
increased, but there will be a loss of about 
$20,000,000 in this one item. The repeal of 
the taxes on bank-checks, matches, patent- 
medicines, etc., will surrender about $8,000,- 
000 more, and of the tax on capitaland de- 
posits of the banks some $3,000,000. The loss 
of revenue on sugar will amount to $8,000,- 
000 unless increased consumption shall make 
good the reduction in duties. These items 
alone represent a reduction of about $40,- 
000,000 in the annual revenues of the 
Government, which have been dangerously 
high, and include the remission of certain 
taxes which were special in character and 
exceedingly irritating to the people. 

The most satisfactory feature of the tariff 
part of the bill is that which remits all duties 
on the commissions, transportation charges, 
boxing, cartage, wharfage, and other inci- 
dental items of importation. The duties im- 
posed upon these added charges constituted 
one ot the most deceptive and onerous bur- 
dens of the tariff system. They were im- 
posed fraudulently in order to increase pro- 
tection beyond the apparent bounties af- 
forded by the war tariff. Their adoption 
was the crowning triumph of Thad Stevens 
and Bingham. It has been estimated that 
these special exactions amounted on the 
average to fully 6 per cent of the value of 
imported goods, but in special cases, and 
particularly in smail consignments, they 
frequently ran up to 30 and 40 per cent. The 


change in this respect alone will not merely · 


provide a direct and material reduction in 
the exactions of the tariff, but will greatly 
simplify the system. 

The bill as agreed upon by the Conference 
Committee increased the duties on several 
items above the figures fixed by the Senate 
bill. Earthenware was put at 55 instead of 
50 per cent. Window-glass was left at the 
present rate. Iron- ore was raised from 50 to 
7 cents per ton. The duty on printed books 
was raised from 20 to 25 per cent, which is 
the present rate. Tha rate on a certain 
grade of sugars was increased slightly in 
order to furnish the Louisiana sugar-growers 
and the refiners the protection they demand. 
But perhaps there was ample compensation 
for these changes in establishing the rate 
on steel rails at $17 instead of $22.50, as de- 
manded by the American manufacturers 
generally. The increase in the metal 
schedule was undoubtedly the result of the 
combined efforts of Messrs. Sherman and 
Kelley, representing Ohio and Pennsylvania 
interests, but it still failed to satisfy the pro- 
tectionists, as evidenced by the negative vote 
of Don Cameron in the Senate and the censure 
passed upon Judge Kelley by some of his 
Pennsylvania colleagues for agreeing to the 
schedule as it stands. Cotton-ties were left 
at 35 per cent, though the protectionists de- 
manded about double that amount, and iron 
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cotton, wool, and miscellar 
There is not much cores Sa to expect an in- 
creased importation under the provisions of 
the act, as there might be if the duties had 
been cut down su tly to encourage for- 
eign competition. To take a familiar ex- 
ample: With a duty of $17 a ton on steel 
rails, and the added cost of $5 for transporta- 
tion to a Western State, English rails at the 
very low rate of £25 a ton would cost $47 laid 
down in Chicago. But we have no doubt 
that the miils at this point would be glad to 
take enough orders to keep them running for 
years at $42 a ton. There is thus a margin of 
$5 a ton between the points where the 
foreign can compete with the American 
article. The same ratio will hold as to steel 
rails manufactured in the East, for the dif- 
ference in cost of transportation is offset by 
the cheaper expense of manufacture. A 
duty of $17 a ton on steel rails is practically 
prohibitory as long as rails can be manu- 
factured in this country for, say, $45 a ton. 
The advantage of the reduction in duty is the 
guarantee it affords to railroads that the 
manufacturers of rails shall not in a time of 
brisk railroad-construction run up the price 


to $60 a ton, as they did during several years | 


when a duty of $28 and the English price of 
$30 enabled them to mark up anywhere this 
side of $63. The recent iron failures have 
demonstrated that a fietitions “boom” in 
prices is no more desirable in the long run 


for the manufacturers than it is for the con- 


sumers. The chief benefit to be derived from 

the new rates is to protect the manufactur- 

ers themselves as well as the public from the 

bad results of their greed, 
—_—_—_—_— 

VALUE OF HIGH LICENSE TO LABOR. 

There is no class of citizens which has so 
‘direct and personal an interest in the adop- 
tion of a $500 license for the saloons of Chi- 
cago asthe laboring-men have. A $500 li- 
cense would increase the revenues of the 
city at Jeast $1,000,000 a year, but it would 
put $3,000,000 a year into the pockets of the 
workingmen. This is a phase of the ques- 
tion which the laboring classes perhaps have 
not thought of, but cannot afford to ignore. 
In order that there may be no doubt of the 
effect, some of the items may be-considered. 

1. If the police force were increased say by 
300 men, the sum of $300,000 would be ex- 
pended for their pay and support. In other 
words, 300 able-bodied men would be pro- 
vided with permanent employment at good 
wages, and the maintenance of 300 families 
would be guaranteed who now must look to 
precarious private employment for their sup- 
port. 

2. If $250,000 of the, high-license revenue 
were set aside for the improvement of street 
intersections, the paving of streets now sus- 
pended on account of the city’s inability to 
pay its proportion of the cost would pro- 
ceed, and $1,500,000 would thereby be dis- 
tributed among the laboring classes. The 
cost of paving the intersections represents 
about one-fifth of the cost paid by property- 
owners for the improving of the streets. An 
expenditure ot $250,000 by the city would 
therefore require an expenditure of $1,250,000 
by the property-owners for paving their 
frontage, and both together would amount 
to a million and a half of dollars during the 
year. This sum would be distributed among 
several thousand men engagedin the prepa- 
ration of the material, whether wood, stone, 
or concrete, in the filling and grading of the 
streets, and in the laying of the curbmg and 
pavement, as well as in the preliminary 
handling of the stuff used. 

3. It is altogether likely that the city would 
also appropriate $300,000 as its share in the 
construction of the new viaducts so badly 
needed. The practice is for the city to pay 


the cost of the approaches and the railroads | 


the cost of the superstructure. The railroads 
pay about twice as much as the city under 
this division of the cost. An appropriation 


of $300,000 by the city would therefore repre- 


sent an expenditure of $600,000 by the rail- 
roads for iron and labor, and by both of 
$900,000, which, as in the caseof paving, 
would be divided among the various me- 
chanics and laboring-men employed in the 
manufacture of the material, getting out and 
hauling stone and earth, and other work of 
construction. 

4. This allotment of the money would still 
leave $150,000 additional funds for expendi- 
ture by the city, which could be devoted to the 
street-cleaning fund, and which would en- 


able the City Government to keep the streets 


in a decently clean condition, and every cent 
of the money would go into the pockets of 
laboring-men, giving about 800 steady em- 
ployment from spring to fall. 

It is entirely within bounds, therefore, to 
estimate that an increase of saloon licenses 
to $500 would lead directly to the expendi- 
ture of at least $3,000,000 among the laboring 
classes in and about Chicago, and that it 
would furnish employment for six to eight 
thousand men. Besides ali this good there 
would be the saving to taxpayers repre- 
sented by the e e money for drink 
in saloons and the ater sobriety, better 
order, less rowdyism, and the diminished 
necessities for police, jails, bridewells, hos- 
pitals and poor-houses, and criminal courts, 
which drunkenness causes. If the working- 
men of Chieago take a purely utilitarian 
view of the question, which is supported in 
this casé also by powerful moral considera- 
tions, they will rally around any movement 
looking to an increase of saloon licenses 
with a unanimity and enthusiasm which only 
self-interest can infuse into public affairs. 


RELIGION OF HUMANITY. 
In a recent address on Gambetta, Frederick 


Harrison, the well-known English positivist, 


dwelt with immense enthusiasm on the fact 
that in the vast throng which in the sight of 
all Europe buried Gambetta “from first to 
last there was no emblem of Christ, no priest 


of religion, not one mutter of Heaven. 


It was the first time in the history of Europe 
for a foremost man to be laid to his rest by a 
nation in grief without priest or church, 
prayer orhymn. Shall any one,” concluded 
the lecturer, say after this that theology is 
still a living thing? Shall any one doubt 
that the Religion of Humanity is at hana?” 

The religion of humanity is the same sys- 
tem as that to which Felix Adler devotes 
himself under the name of éthical culture. 
These prophets and their followers are 
highly respectable and very intellectual peo- 
ple, who have entered with a religious en- 
thusiasm on the task of “ abolishing God.” 

This proposed reform is not a new thing 
under the sun. Not to go into the venera- 
ble recesses of Sanscrit thought, we find that 
the gods were all abolished at a very early 
day by the cold and clear intellects of the 
age of Pericles. The wits and wise men 
whom Thucydides, Pericles, ana Aspasia met 
in their brilliant symposia had no difficulty. 
whatever in dismissing the popular belief 
that there was behind and before them any 
Being greater than they. 

They threw the all-powerful beams of their 
electric minds into every corner of the uni- 
verse and, showed thé common herd that 
there was no Jupiter or other gods. As a 
German Mind has put it in more recent days, 
there was no room in the universe for gods. 
But these big intellects appear after all their 
conclusive logie to have made very little 
impression on the people who listened. 
When Demosthenes in the century after 
them rose to voice the passions and ‘wate 
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tension of their ears, they 
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The rush of our satellite ae 


washes up waves of sound too mighty 


their hearing. The stars that their eyes 


stops to slumber. 

A mind that tires and stands incompetent 
to look through the mere physical mysteries 
of the world around it is not good authority 
as to the higher secrets that may envelope 
the universe of matter as the ether envelopes 
the planets. 

To exhort the tribes of men to works of 
good will and right living is u noble mission. 
But Harrison and Adler are not the very first 
to think of this fine pursuit, glad as we are 
to see them takeitup. But for them to tell 
the masses of mankind that to look with 
thankfulness and trust on the rising of the 
sun and the ripening of the harvest, and with 
helplesness and a prayer on the quaking of 
the earth, the subsidence of continents, 
the death of man, and the extinction of stars 
is foliy and superstition, and that they may 
rest assured there is Nobody in the universe 
except themselves and Harrison and Adler 
is colossal intellectual impudence. 

We leave for another pulpit than that of 
the press the moral aspects of the Religion 
ot Humanity. As a mental product it is as 
gross charlatanry as was ever proclaimed by 
the craziest Moslem fanatic. The Prophet 
of the Soudan makes no claims to all-know- 
ing so preposterous as those of the Religion 
of Humanity, which says in its head There 
is no God.” 

Harrison is the finite infinit. He is the 
creator of a world of effects without causes. 
He has acause for every effect, except the 
first effect. He asks us to be content to look 
upon life as a diminuendo movement ending 
in a hole in the ground, and not to grieve to 
think that the catastrophe of separation by 
death from our loved ones is irreparable for- 
ever. We are to lie down to pleasant dreams 
when our day of departure comes, satisfied 
with Mr. Harrison’s assurance that the 
horizon is a circle of graves. 

For the, present we are 80 undeveloped 
that we can only wonder what Mr. Harrison 
knows about it, and reflect that in asking us 
to believe him when he says there is nothing 
to believe in, he is really putting our powers 
of credulity to a greater strain than the fol- 
lowers of Joseph Smith had to submit to. 


FOR THE RISING GENERATION. 

ln their recent investigation of the Union 
Pacific the Governthent Directors found a 
latter-day hero among its managers. With 
an exquisit appreciation of the modesty of 
his acquisitive career and a burning desire 
that so luminous a character should be held 
up in living light for the admiration and im- 
itation of his fellow-men they penned the fol- 
lowing tribute to him: ‘ 

We cannot omit in this place a personal refer- 


. ence to — chief executive officer, aud tite great 


service he has rendered the company and the 
Government. A believer in the success of the 
road from the outset, and one of its founders, be 
has steadily maintained his faith in it, ps 2 ne 
his capital in it, and for seventeen years give 

it almost his entire time and the best of bis — 
ities. For only two of those years has he re- 
ceived any compensation for his services. If we | 
bave ever differed with him concerning any de- 
tail of policy or management we have never 
doubted his sincerity Of purpose or his earnest 
devotion to the best interests of the road. 


“We cannot omit,’’ they say. So sweet 
and great is the rare soul who has been de- 
veloped beneath the sheltering charters of 
the Union Pacific that the tribute rose spon- 
taneously, as it were, to their lips by the 


gentle compulsion of pure merit. The testi- , 


mony is sincere. It cimes from Government 
Directors, and the Government Directors of 
the Pacific roads never forget that they are 
the representatives of the people, and never 
allow themselves ‘to be mesmerised “ by 
those whom it is their duty to watch and re- 
port upon. 

Many a young lad, e to plunge 
into the battle of life, to do or be done, will 
read this eulogium with sparkling eyes, and 
resolve that he will win such golden opin- 
ions from the Government Directors of his 
generation. Those inspiring words: “Great 
service he has rendered his country,” will 
ring in his ears and revive his flagging en- 
ergies whenever conscience tempts him to 
stray from the path of success, | 

The rising generation will naturally want 
to emulate and better Mr. Diilon’s carver. 
The Government Directors, probably for lack 
of spacé, fail to recount the exploits which 
challenged their commendation. Their omis- 
sion can be made good by a brief glance at 
the report of a committee of Congress in 1873 
which investigated the affairs of the Union 
Pacific Road. 

The inquiring hero-worshiper will first find 
Mr. Dillon’s name mentioned in that report 
in connection with a wonderful invention 


called the Crédit Mobilier. This was a kind 


of “calculating-machine,” though of an en- 
tirely different kind from that planned by the 
mathematician Babbage. It would not work 
for anybody but the Direetors—or trustees— 
of the stockholders of the Union Pacific. It 
would not work for them except as they all 
hung together. But with all these peculiari- 
ties it was a wonderful machine, for the Di- 
rectors—or trustees. They used to get togeth- 
er periodically, once a week or so. The 
Chairman would turn the crank, and 
the Directors (trustees) would throw into 
the hopper all the contracts, trusts, bonds, 
stocks, leases, bills payable, obligations of 
indebtedness, Government land-grants, etc., 
etc., and the machine would take them into 
its cavernous depths, and In a trice have 
them all figured up and sorted out and dellv- 
ered out of the right spout.

MR. JENNINGS’ LETTER—THE EXTRADITION. 

Lonpow, March 3.—[L. J. Jenotnes’ Cable Let- 
ter to New York World.)—The Government 
finds itself placed in a decidedly awkward posi- 
tion by the complications that have arisen with 
regard to the extradition of Messrs. Sheridan 
and Byrne. France certainly is inclined to take 
the same view of the subject that seems likely 
to be adopted by the United States, and leaving 
entirely out of the question the protests of the 
Radicals against Byrne's, extradition, and the 
assertions of his friends in this city that be can 
prove a perfect alibi, to assert the 
doctrine that the offense’ charged, if 
it were really committed, comes within the 
category of political offenses. It seems alto- 
gether probable that the French Goverment may 
bold the same opinion with reference to Joba 
Walsh, who is implicated inthe Phenix Park 
piot by the Informer Carey, and was arrested 
on Thursday at Havre, whence he contempidted 
sailing for New York. Upon so many previous 
occasions bas Eugland refused to surrender 
fugitives on the ground that they were persons 
accused of political crimes, such as were 
entitied to an asylum on British soil, 
that France connot be sorry to have this 
opportunity of making reprisals. This much 
is certain: The French jouruals of almost every 
shade of politicat opinion are all declaiming so 
loudly against tie surrender of Byrne to per- 
fidious Albion that the authorities will in all 
probabliity be encouraged to set Walsb at lib- 
erty. In so far as regards Mr. Sheridan, in 
whose case the readers of the World probably 
take a closer interest, the best legal authorities 
bere admit that Engiand has no claim in strict 
law for his surrender. I have very good rea- 
son to believe that the demand for his 
extradition will not be pressed, though 
there certainly is a dope entertained 
by the Governmient that the United States will 
strain a point and grant the request. This seems 
very unlikely to persons who are at ali acquaint- 
ed with the true state of American 3 
opinion. 

PARNELL. 

It must not be supposed for a moment that the 
views adverse to Mr. Parneil which have been 
expressed by severai of the New York journals, 
are held by the leadimg Radical organs bere. 
The Irish leader still finds both secret sympathy 
and active support in importaot quarters. Your 
readers will have noticed that Mr. Chamberlain 
bas refrained studiousiy from attacking 
him while in Ireland. As any one 
of sense would naturally expect, he has only 
strengthened bimself by his resolute defiance of 
the Government and his refusal to condemn his 
associates. There is no doubt whatever that Mr. 
Parnell is anxious to get away to America, and 
that he sails in a few days for Philadelphia. 

I may add that the Radicals here, with but few 
exceptions, accept the views that have aiready 
been expressed iu the World’s editorial columns 
upon the subject of home rule for Ireland. It 
is felt by them that it cannot be refused the 
Irish people much longer. Public sentiment upon 
this matter is decidediy apathetic, but this 
much is certain. Much disgust is everywhere 
expressed that the session thus farsbould have 
been consumed dy the discussion of Irish af- 
fairs. The large constituencies in the provinces 
have already begun to demand the ap- 
plication of the closure, and, thus stimu- 
lated, Mr. Gladstone will probably 
take matters vigorously in hand next week. 
He returns from Cannes with bis health fully 
restored, overflowing with enerzy, and deter- 
mined to show that if no one elise can push on 
the public business the grand old man” can 
and will. 

THE FORCES STAGGERED. 

The compiete Radical program is very well 
brought out by Mr. Henry Labouchére in his 
article in the Fortnightly. He is known to ex- 
press, with substantial accuracy, the views of 
at least one member of the Cabinet, and that 
not its least influential member. Consequently 
the politicians read with particular in- 
terest his demand that the Whigs shall 
be handed Over to the Conservatives without 
even an exception in favor of the Marquis of 
Hartington. Mr. Labouchére styles the Whigs 
“ Emasculating traiters, no longer to be toler- 
ated within the Radical fold.“ His program in 
detail calls for equalized electoral districts, 
triennial parliaments, the reduction of the 
Crown's income, the abolition of the House of 
Lords and of the Estabiished Church, the 
passage of a law limiting the amount of land to be 
held by any one person, the saddling of taxation 
exclusively upon the rich, and, of course, local 
seif-government for Ireland. All this your read- 
ers can easily comprebend is a decided staggerer 
for the moderate Liberals; but after all Mr. 
Labouchére’s article represents very accurately 
the opinions of many leading Radicals, and 
probably of the popular party generally. 


THE ASHBURNHAM MANUSCRIPTS. 

The demand tor the restitution of a large por- 
tion of the Ashburnham manuscripts to France 
is giving rise to a hot controversy. Such of your 
readers as arò at all interested in bibliographic- 
al subjects will remember that Prof. Libri, who 
was for some years Inspector-General of the 
libraries of France, was accused of having stolen 
many of the most valuable manuscripts ana 
books from the Mazarin coilection and that of 
the arsenal, and from the public libraries of 
Grenoble, Montpellier and other places. Official 

reports placed the amount of the literary thefts 
at half a million francs, and Prof. Libri was con- 
demned to ten years’ imprisonment and degra- 
dation from public employment. He bad, how- 
ever, escaped to England ere his trial in con- 
tumacia took place, and here he remained for 
‘many years thereafter, denying strenuously the 
charges brought against him. The Saturday 
Review this week insists that the charge must 
be met squarely, and says that we 
cannot ride away jauntily with some 
vague remarks about French jealousy 
and suspiciousness. Lord Ashburaham denies 


that Libri ever stole the manuscripts ib ques- . 


tion, and other correspondents ask. Where are 
the original owners of them?’ most of the pa- 
pers in the Libri collection having been carried 
of from Italy and elsewhere by Napoleon I. 
This dispute may perhaps cause Lord Ashburn- 
ham to withdraw his offer to sell the collection, 
of which the Libri manuscripts form part.

MADAGASCAR AMBASSADORS. 

New Tonk. March 3.—[Special.]—The steam- 
ship Spain of the Nationai Line lay at anchor 
off Sandy Hook today noon, the blue water 
rippling gently along ber keel. On board the 
steamer were two Envoys Plenipotentiary 
from her Majesty the Queen of Madagascar 
to President Arthur. They were Ravoninahitri- 
niariro, Chief Ambassador, of fifteen honors, 
Officer of the Paiace and Principal Secretary of 
State for Foreign Affairs, and Ramanikaka, Sec- 
ond Ambassador, of tourteen honors, Oificer of 
the Palace, and Member of the Privy Council. 
They were accompanied by Col. 2 
Robinson. United States Consul to Madagascar. 
The Chief. Ambassador is 4 stout 
man, of medium bight, about 35 
years of age. He was attired ina heavy over- 
coat with a fur collar, and wore a white wool 
fez with adangling tassel. His color is very 
dark, and his countenance is agreeable and in- 
telligent. To the reporter he said, through the 
interpreter, that bis mission in America was to 
secure a modification of the revised commercial 
treaty between the United States and Madagas- 
car, in order to open up the way for direct trade 
between the two countries, and he.and the 
second Ambassador were originally, be said, 
to complain to the French Guveroment of 
the conduct of French officials on that 
island. which had become 80 arrogant as to be 
beyond enduraace. They afterward decided to 
make a longer trip. and to visit England and 
America to negotiate treaties for more advan- 
tagreous commercial! intercourse between both 
countries and their own. Their mission to 
France had been a failure, and they were also 
subjected to indignities at the hands of that 
nation.

A NEW TELEGRAPH LINE. 


Three Thousand Words Sent to Cleve- 
land in a Minate—Chicago Telegraph- 
ically as Near New York as Phiila- 
deiphia Is—Miasic in the Air. 

(New York Sun, March 2.)—A great ticking of 


] telegraph instruments was beard at 49 Brbad- 


way yesterday afternoon, It was accompanied 
bya musical bumming resembling the vibra- 
tions of an old-fashioned tuning-fork. The 
operators of the new Postal Telegraph Com- 


‘pany were familiarizing themselves with their | 


instruments. Six of them were sending dis- 
patches to Cleveland simultaneously over the 
same wire. The musical vibrations were 
caused by the use of the harmonic system of 
telegraphy, each dispatch being sent on a dis- 
tinctive note or sound. Theticking of the in- 
struments was almost lost in the ticking of a 
dozen type-writers, manipulated by as many 
charming young ladies. They were deciphering 
long slips covered with the characters of the 
Morse alfabet. and printing the dispatches re- 
ceived. 

Nor were these the only tickings heard in the 
room. Seven copper cylinders, about two feet 
long, and of the diameter of a stovepipe, were 
ranged against the south wall. A young lady 
gat near each cylinder ticking the key of a 
sounder. The sounder was connected with a 
pen which was fastened above the revoiving 
cylinder. Ateach tap of the foretinger on the 
sounder the pen recorded on the cylinder inr 
ink a character of the Morse aifabet. Eac 
cylinder will carry 1200 words. When the mes- 
sage is recorded on the cylinder the pen 18 
withdrawn, and an electric A ha Fi dropped on 
the cylinder at the beginning of the message — 
red ink. Steam-power is then applied. 
cylinder revolves with great rapidity, and in 4 
minute the 1,200 characters appear on à tele- 
graphic strip ‘of chemical paper at Cieveiand, 
800 miles away: The paper is wound in a roll 
the same as thé strip in a stock-indicator, and 
is ground out Dy hand in the same manoer as 
an apple in pared by machinery. There were 
seven of these copper cylinders, and they could 
all be worked at once over tue same wire. More 
than that, each could drop its dispatéh at any 
station between here aud Cleveland. 

This is what is called the .Legwo Automatic 
system of sending dispatches. company 

claim that by it they can transmit 3,000 words 
one minute ufter the original dispatch has been 
taausterred to the cylinder in Morse characters. 
For instance, a dispatch containing 3,000 words 
is gent to the office for transmission toa given 
point. it iscut into seven parts, or taxes,” 
and distributed among the operators, the same 
asaprinter distributes among dis type 
setters. Each operator tpflsters his his take 
a cylinder. When this is done the seven tien 
ders are set in motion, and the words are 
transmitted simultaneously over the san.e wire. 
Thus the company bas combined and perfected 
both the automaticand harmonic systems of 
telegraphy, discarding entirely the perforations 
that marked the introduction of the automatic 
system. Itciaims that it can send eight and re- 
ceive eight dispatches at the same time over the 
same wire. By the distribution of its cylinders it 
claims that it can send dispatches direct to their 
destination from any city office without trans- 
mitting tnem to a central station. By the use of 
the barmonic system the wires cannot be tapped 
between the sending and the receiving stations. 
Under the Leggo system, measages can be trans- 
mitted automatically on a single wire, received 
automatically at the end of the circuit, and re- 
transmitted automatically at the same speed 
over aay number of circuits, all from a singie 
setting on a cylinder.

* 7 III., March &.—[upecial.]—This quiet 
and peace-loving community was thrown into a 
fever ot excitement tonight by a wanton mur- 
der. A young man, sober, intelligent, and in- 
dustrious, the support of an orphan sister, was 
deprived of bis life without a moment's warning 
ané without the bw of a good cause. The 
circumstances as they can be gieaned in the up- 
roarof excitement occasioned by the unusnal 
occurrence are these; George Panton owned 
and with his wife and one child occupied a 
pleasant little cottage on River street. A 
portion of the house wus occupied by 
William Smith, a woodturner by trade,. and an 
employé of the sash, door, and blind factory ot 
Panton & Gould. Both men worked in the same 
shop, but in diferent departments, George Pan- 
ton being a brother of one of the firm and hav- 
ing the supervision of a portion of the institu- 
uon. whose business is the manufacture o 
cheege- boxes and butter-tubs. They had worked 
in the same shop practically together for about 
four months, and had never dad any difficulty. 
In fact, they seemed to havea liking for each 
other, and when, four weeks ago, Smith 
induced his sister to come to Eigin, Panton 
urged him to occupy a portion of his snug little 
home, saying that bis own family was small and 
that there was ample room for both. Smith 
acceded to the request, and upon the arrival of 
his sister in the city took up his residence with 
his companion. Everything progressed satis- 
factorily and without a jar fora couple of weeks. 
Miss Smith, the sister, procured employment ia 
a shoe-factory here, and the tenants were about 
the house only after working bours. About ten 
days ago Pantun inaugurated a protracted

Surprised at the apparent state of affairs 
he started for the house, a dazed look 
upon his face. Peering out of a window opening 
outo a poreh, and in one ot the rooms that had 
been Smith’s home, was Panton with murder in 
bis beart. 
THE FATAL SHOT. 

The doomed man was in the act of stepping 
up onto the porch when a bullet was sent 
crashing through bis brain and be feil dead in 
his tracks. A score of persons were startied by 
the report of the pistol and burried to the scene. 
Among them was the dead man's sister, who 
had waited with troubied mind his last coming 
on earth. The unfortunate woman was beside 
herself with grief?” When the oticers arrived she 
was found * in the mud of the yard with 
the dead man's in her arms, fairly drenched 
with bis life’s blood — kissing passionately the 
stilled lips. She was removed from the scene, 
not witbout an effort, and ner grief is piti ful. 
The wife of the murderer was none the less 
affected, and bitterly bewaliled ber busband’s 
crime, which she ascribed to drink, and kuew of 
no other cause. In the excitement of the occur- 
rence the murderer disappeared, and bis where- 
aboutsare yet unknown. Hundreds of the citi- 
zeus are on the lookout, and the authorities are 
making every etforttocapturehim. It is hardly 
possible that he can escape. 

THE MURDERER. 

Geary Panton, the murderer, is about 40 years 
of age, about five feet five or six inches in 
hight, dark complexion, and of an excitable 
temperament. Ordinarily a quiet and peace- 
able citizen, he bas the reputation of being a 
dangerous man when induiging in oneof his 
periodical sprees. He is well known ali through 
this section. His father, who is a Free Method- 
ist minister of South Elgin, is one of our oldest 
and most respected citizens and widely knowa. 
His mother is an inmate of an insane asylum, 
and his brother, V. W. Panton, for whom the 
murderer worked, is a leading manufacturer of 
this city. 

THE DEAD MAN. 

William Smith, the dead man, was 2% years of 
age. His home is at Montreal Canada. For two 
or three years he has lived in Chicago. He came 
to Elgin about four months ago; getting settled 
he: e, bis sister, Elizabeth Smith, a salesiady in 
Marshall Fieid & Co.’s store in Chicago, was 
induced to come here to reside about four weeks 
ago. Quesdonmg persons Knowing both parties 
to the tragedy begets the supposidion that the 
disagreement between the parties grew out of 
the payment of rents. There had been no seri- 
ous disturbance, however, nor anything to war- 
rant the taking of a human life. The deed can 
only be ascribed to the freazied workings of a 
drink-mad ed brain.

You will have jeard that Mr. Benjamin 
has finally reti from his profession. He 
has gone to Paris to live out what remains 
to him of life. His careeris so remarkable 
that it may, without extravagance of speech, 
be called unique. Ile was born seventy 
years ago; wasa great lawyer in New Or- 
leans, a Senator, a traitor, an outlaw. 
an outlaw he came to England, 
joined the English bar, and in six years was 
its leader. No lawyer in all English history 
has left such a mark of learning and author- 
ity upon legal proceedings and records. His 
arguments are quoted with the authority of 
Judges. He came to England penniless: in 
Seventeen years he has accumulated a fort- 
une. 
Litigants often marked his brief with a fee 
of $20,000. 
soon became the busiest Jawyer in all the 
Kingdom. He was too busy for society. - His 
family has been in Paris much of the time 
Mr. Benjamin has lived in London. He 
dined at his club, usually as late as 8 o’clock 
in the evening, and lived in chambers. Heis 
much esteemed in London society, and might 
have been a social lion. His heaith has 
somewhat given way, but he and his medical 
advisers hope for speedy convalescence now 
that he has given up all the work and worry 
of his profession. 

Mr. Benjamin wasin the bwin: In the 
Swim“ in England means wealth and socie- 
ty. Lord Beaconsfield had as a medical 
man a physician who was across between an 
old school and a new school, and now his 
practice is enormous. Sir William Jenner 
and Sir William Gull are attendants upon 
the royal family, and therefore every other 
family to whom they can snatch time to min- 
ister in sickness. Their incomes are simply 
preposterously large. 

Be the fashion in England and your fort- 
une is made. Millais paints a picture. Lon- 
don admires Millais’ picture, and Millais’ 
fortune is made. Canon Wilkinson was the 
fashionable West-End clergyman, and now 
he is made Bishopof Truro. Hatmaker, 
shirtmaker, artist, doctor, lawyer, or what 
not, only get into “the swim” in England 
and your fortune is made. Success in En- 
gland covers up all sins. In America we 
often regret the seeming scandal to which 
our daily press gives circulauon. We do 
open the sewers of social life into our draw- 
ing-rooms, but one cannot long live in En- 
gland without feeling that this publicity 
given to personal character and movements 
in American society has * very wholesome 
side to it. ; 

In England if aman is successful the rule 
is that it atones for ail sorts of moral delin- 
quencies and nastiness. A Church of En- 
gland clergyman said to the present writer a 
few weeks ago that it was perfectly well 
known that a member of the present Minis- 
try, who is an unmarried man, keeps up a 
family establishment. No paper in all En- 
gland would venture to state the fact—if it 
be one. Yet were it universally known to be 
afact it would not in the least affect his 
social standing. A hungry lad of 14 is sen- 
tenced to a year’s imprisonment for stealing— 
or taking—a turnip from a rich man’s kitch- 
en-garden by one of these bloated lay mag- 
istrates in England! But were he the son of 
a rich man it would be deemed only a“ lark.“ 

If you fail—get out of England. This is 
no place for people who fail. Your old 
friends cut you and you are not understood. 
your character depends upon your success. 
The Archbishop will dine with the success- 
ful man—with the Cabinet Minister—though 
he is known to be immoral. The Archbishop 
knows nothing else; never heard he was not 
todoit. This country is the earthly hell of 
poor devils and unsuccessful people.

The 
evening receptions of the Secretary of State 
occur on Thugsday, and on Saturday evenings 
both the Secretary of the Navy and Commis- 
sioner-of-Agriculture Loring are at home“ 
to their friends. Of these the-Frelinghuysen . 
receptions are perhaps in some respects the 
most interesting. In the first place the daugh- 
tersof the house supply much of its attract- 
iveness.

It is the unanimous opinion of this grand jury 
that much valuable time and considerable ex- 
pense would be saved Cook County each 
year ift the trial Justices would ex- 
ercisej more judgment io the cases that come 
before them, and change criminal charges to 
disorderly, ana mete prompt punishment to 
petty offenders in many of the cases that come 
before their courts.

Rankin’s “’49” there is nothing new to be 
said. With little pretensions to literary 
merit, the play is of a Kind that appeals 
directly and strongly to popular sympathies, 
and Mr. Kankin’s personation of the old 
miner, who is really the hero of the drama, 
is nearly perfect in its rare truthfulness, its 
subdued pathos, and its delicate blending of 
strength, humor, and sentiment.

DOUGHERTY’S TRIAL. 


More Evidence to Show that It was 
Rowley Who Fired the Shot. 
The trial of Eugene Dougherty for the mur- 


der of Nicholas Johns was resumed before | 


Judge Williamson yesterday morning. When 
the name of Mrs. Margaret Muliett was called 
by Mr. Milis, Mr. O’Brien said the lady was too 
ill to be present. Mr. Milis suid he would re- 
quire ber presence in court. Mr. O’Brien said 
the State’s-Attorney could not do it, and his 
manner was offensive in the way he spoke of 
Mrs. Mullett. 

The State’s-Attorney said his manner was not 
halt as offensive as that of the counsel for the 
defense, Who was talking for effect on the jury. 

The court said the witness must appear Mon- 
day morning or furnish a certificate from a phy- 
sician that sbe was unable to appear. 

James Bradley was recalled, and in reply to 
questions by Mr. O'Brien said he did not testify 
before the er that he was unable to iden- 
tify Dougherty as the man be saw in his room 
the night previous to the murder. 

CONSTANTINE WALSH, 
a native of Greece, said he kept the restaurant 
No 200 Halsted street at the time of the murder. 
He saw the four men spoken of come into his 
restaurant on morn of the 16th of August 
last. He saw ley Knock the waiter down, 
and saw the waitér reach for a chair to strike 
Rowley. He saw a revoiver in Dougherty’s 
bands, but did not see any of the others with 
one. After the fuss they ran out, and two of 
them had ae hands up. He couldn't tell who 
fired the sho 
a WILLIAMS 

testified that he was in the restaurant about 7 
o'clock on the morning of the shooting. He saw 
& Waiter, attempt to strike Dougherty, and an- 
other man who stood — 1 door leve ed his re- 
volver at the waiter fired. That man was 
Rowley. 

Rowley was here brought in from the jail, and 
the witness identified him as the man who fired 
the shot. 

On the cross-examination the witness denied 
having said to his brother-in-iaw: I've got to 
raise money to save Dougherty’s neck in order 
to save myself.“ He denied ever having con- 
versed with any one about the case except with 
the counsel for the defense, and said he never 
rehearsed the testimony he was to give in the 
case. He knew all the parties arrested for the 
crime, and had known Dougberty for seven 
ae He denied an acquaintance with Joe 

tor, the husband of ugherty’s sister. 
THOMAS WALLACE 
testified that he was in his father’s saloon, No. 
183 West Harrison street, on the morning of the 
murder, and saw Rowley, Dougherty, and Slater 
both before and after the shooting. esaw the 
men first about bait-past 5, when they came in 
to get adrink. Rowley bad two revolvers, one 
iu each pocket of his coat. He took them out, 
but made no threats. When the men came the 
second time it was a little after 7. The witness 
said be beard Slater say to Rowley: “ Why didn’t 
ou smash him?” Rowley didn’t answer him, 
ut soon afterward Rowley spoke to a mau in 
the saloon named Daly. and, pointing a revolver 
at him, said: “I've downed one man and can 
down another.” The witness said a woman came 
into the saloon and said the man who was 
shot on Halsted street was dead. 
Rowley, the witness said, turned ale 
when he heard this, and he and his companions 
went away. The witness said he d not testify 
before the Coroner because he was excited at 
the time, and did not want to be mixed up in the 
case anyway. 

Frank Barry testified that he aroused young 
Wallace onthe morning of the lith of August 
inorderto get a drink. He say Dougherty, 
Rawiey, and Slater in the saloon. His story was 
corroborative of Wallace's as to seeing Rowley 
with two revolvers. He saw them an bour later. 
when Slater said to Rowley. Why didn’t you 
smash him instead of doing that?’ While in the 
saloon Kowley pointed bis pistol at a man and 
* = 4 y ve downed my man, and I'll down an- 
other.’ 

The witness was asked on the cross-examina- 
tion if he was in the brideweil, and objection 
was made by Mr. O’Brien and sustained by the 
court. 

Atl o'clock the case was continued until 10 
o'clock Monday morning. 


JIM ELLIOTT. 


The Inquest Postponed to Monday— 
Dunn’s Condition, 

The dead and bullet-torn body of Jim Elliott, 
the prize-figbter, who was coolly murdered last 
Thursday nightin Bill Langdoo’s new ‘Tivoli 
restaurant, on Dearborn street, by Jere Dunn, 
the ex-convict and Chicago's best-known sport- 
ing character, will be taken from the morgue 


today and sent to an aged, heart-broken mother } 


in New York. In the meantime Jere Dunn will 
smoke fragrant cigars and drink costly wine at 
the expense of his friends and rehearse the 
story of his prowess in shooting down a man 
who, according to all appearances, una rmed 
and unsuspecting, was seated at the sup- 
per- table with 1 friend. In the 
eyes of his boon companions Jere Dunn isa 
martyr to the cause 29 — courage and 
seif-pride, but an uuprejudiced community will 
always look upon bim as little less than an 
assasin who took a mean advantage of his 
enemy. 

The inquest on the body of the murdered 
slugger was to have been held at 10 o'clock yes- 
terday morning, and at that hour a crowd of 
witnesses had collected at the Harrison Street 
Station ready to give their testimony. Mr. A. 
S. Trude was ou band in the interest of the 
prisoner and stated that Jere was not in a tit 
condition to testify — that he was not even 
sufficiently composed to talk with bis attorney. 
Dr. Baxter, whos attending the wounded mur- 
derer, submitted a statement to the effect that 
his patient was delirious at times, not fit to give 
evidence before a jury, and in need of hospital 
care. Accordingly, it was decided to postpone 
the inquest un i’ tomorrow afternoon at 2 
o'clock. First, however, a jury was selected, 
the names and residences of the jurymen being 
as foliows: 

James Daly, 220 Peoria street; T. Middleton, 
2113 Wabash avenue; James Gamble, 2634 Calu- 
met avenue; H. H. Tilton,.3 624% Wabash avenue; 
W. H. Cosper, Parker House; D. Pratt, 277 State 
street. 

About II o'clock Dunn was removed in a hack 
to the Alexian;Brothers’ Hospital, accompanied 
by Pat Sheedy, the gambler, and Officer Dono- 
hue. He did not appear as weak as the jury 
were led to believe. 

The police, it is understood, claim that they 
will prove conclusively that the revolver taken 
from Elliott on the floor of the new Tivoli was 
one taken by him from Dunn in the desperate 
struggle. Indeed, the general impression is that 
Dunn went in the restaurant for the express 
purpose of getting the drop” on Elliott. To 
offset thisis the belief tnat Elliott had deter- 
mined to do Dunn up” on sight, but had an 
enemy who was too fiy to be done up.

Lelebration by the Ciah-na-Gael—Ad- 
dress by the Hon. Martin A. Foran. 
At Central Music-Hall last evening the birth- 

day anniversary of Robert Emmet, the Irish 

patriot, was celebrated under the auspices of 
the Chieago Clan-na-Gael. There was a larze 
audience in attendance, and the exercises were 
appropriate and appreciated by those present. 
About haif-past 8 o’clock the Clan-na-Gaci 


Guards Mad the Hibernian Rities, about 300 in 


number, entered the hall amid applause, and 
were seated in the two frent rows of the 
first balcony, with the American flag and 
their own colors unfolded over the railings. 

It was nearly 9 o'clock before the Chairman, 
the Rev. Thomas P. Hoduett, of this city, came 
upon the stage with the Hon. Martin A. Foran, 
of Cleveland, the orator of the occasion, and 
several representative Chicago lrishmeo, among 
whom were noticed Frank Agnew, Judge Pren- 
dergast, Wiiliam Wogarty, M. W. Ryan, Maj. 
Heanessy, and W. J. Clingen. 

THE REV. MR. HODNETT, 
in opening his address, said that there was no 
page in the annuals of history that shone brighter 
than that one which told of the deeds of those 
who had died for their fellow-men, and be 
cited many great men who bad fallen as 
martyrs while fighting for home and coun- 
try. When they heard of a great city 
or place its name unfailingly suggested some 
one wbo had taken up the sword in its defense. 
They came there to lay a green immortelle upon 
the grave of one who had carved out for him- 
seit by his nobie deeds as prominent a_ niche as 
any of those whom he had mentioned, Youngas 
he was he had done deeds that bad thrown a 
halo of glory around the checkered career of 
bis dear couutry. Beloved Emmet, whose beart 
and soul were devoted to the disenthrallment of 
his native land. ([Applause.| When they 
thought of the giorious future he had scheduled 
out for his poor country they were overcome 
with love fur the man. All the great qualitics 
that went to make the man Emmet 
could be found in the Irishman. 
[Applause.] They could point to their Emmet 
and show one who, for indomitabie will or 
heroie sacrifice, bad no equal in the world’s his- 
tory. Though be koew that the scaffold and 
death lay in the path he bad marked out for 
himself, and, on the other hand, a brilliant 
career was opened to him if he turned away 
from the object be sought, be went straight on 
and fought in bis country’s ranks. [Applause.!] 
Let them look forward to the time when they 
would rear for Emmett a tomd bearing the 
words: Ireland a Nation.” [Great appiause.|

THE HON, MARTIN A. FORAN, 

of Cleveland, who was received with enthusiastic 
applause. The Chairman said that he was one 
of bree men who would voice the 
wrongs of Erin's expatriated ohll- 
dren upon the floors of the American 
Congress. After a few introductory remarks of 
a humorous nature as to the duties of a newly- 
elected Congressman, he said that he had ad- 
dressed them as “fellow-citizens of Chicago.“ 
They were aii citizens of the United States, but 
that citizenship did not prevent them from lov- 
ing the land of their forefathers—that land 
which was now under the rule of the perfidious 
English Government. [Hisses.] The speaker 
pointed out Irishmen who bad shown valor and 
bravery upon American Dattietieids, and asserted 
that though Irishmen had owed America a great 
deal, America was now not a little indebted to 
the Irisu man. it was due then that any Irish- 
man who was an American citizen. should 
be able to go across the water under 
the protecting wing the American flag. 
They owed Eugiand nothing except a debt of 
hatred which they could never repay. [Ap- 
plause.] He was sorry to see that it was be- 
coming tashionable in America ta toady to En- 
gland and the Englishman—the h>rrors of che 
Revolutionary War were beginning to be for- 
gotten. As the Irishmen owed England nothing 
they had aright to voice their sentiments upon 
an occasion of this kind, and give Americans to 
understand that they were a factor in this coun- 
try; that they bad fought for it and bied for it; 
and that they sbould be protected everywhere 
under the American flag. [Applause.} 

it was plain to dim, said the speaker, that 
they had taken a great stride forward 
when a Catholic clergyman would deliver 
such an eloquent eulogy upon an Irish 
Protestant who had fought, bled, and died for 
old Ireland. [Great applause.] It bad been 
said that when Daniel O'Connell died his memory 
died, but when Emmet died 


HIS MEMORY LINGERED, 


and would always live green in the breasts of 
true Irishmen. The name of Robert Emmet 
sbould be a constant reminder to the Irishmen 
that Ireland would be freed. [Applause.] The 
speaker recounted the achievements of Emmet 
on the field and showed many instances of his 
valor and enthusiasm. They could not expect 
anything from sentiing petitions to Roriand— 
their pikes and gups alone could make for 
freedom a highway. [Applause.] If enough of 
such men Whom be saw before him with shin- 


ing muskets could go over there the shackles 


would be struck from the limbs of ireland’s 
sons. Not only the Irish people but all the.pev- 
ple on the face of God's footstool had a right to 
govern themselves. [Applause.] 

There was only one way to work out Ireland's 
independence, and that was in organization— 
they should throw aside their petty jealousies 
and differences, and unite tofigbt the common 
enemy. They were not organized in this coun- 
try, and some appeared as thoug they did not 
care for organization. Some Were ashamed to 
acknowledge that they were Irishmen—he did 
not believe, though, that these feliows were 
Irishmen. But orgauizanon was needed. It 
was an organized thougbt that had torn 
the irons m a million  slaves—or- 
gunizations in everything meant success. 
All he had to say to the men of Chicago was to 
advise them to become united on the main is- 
sue and prepare to follow the doctrines of the 
immortal Emmet.

SORROWFUL SUCKERS. 


The Smash-Up of the Union Benefit 
Association Fraud— Tue Eyes of the 
Investors Opened. 
The concern known as the Union Benefit As- 

sociation, which was thoroughly exposed in Tun 

TRIBUNE about two weeks ago, is now on its. 

last legs. Five hundred suckers caught by a 

giittering bait are left to mourn, while the 

originators of the scheme make merry on the 
spoils, and seek fresh fleilds wherein new nets 
can be spread for the unwary. Shortly after 

Tun TRIBUNE exposure the parties who ran the 

concern, Manager Drossner and Secretary 

Schottler, became convinced that the scheme 

had received a mortal blow unless some steps 

were taken immediately to give renewed cond- 
depce to the suckers who had ‘invested their 
money, and were acting as agents. With this 
intention tbey selected mr. Albert L. Ambach. 

Milwaukea avenue, who had in- 

vested in the scheme tothe extent of some 

$200, and proffered bim the post of President. 

Mr. Ambach is a respectable fancy baker of un- 

impeachabie character, but like many other re- 

spectabie people he bad been deceived and 
swindied out ot bis money by the plausible cir- 
culars and giowing statements of the managers 
of the concern. Unfortunately for himself the 
exposure did not reach his ears until after be 
bad agreed to act as a figurehead President for 
the concern. As interested officers could 80 
readily be hud—- men who were known in the city 
and had joined the society in their sucker 
caupacity—it was also considered judicious to 
select a saloonkeeper named Pfeiffer, who had 
been bitten to the tune of $300, as another offi- 

cial. Mr. Pfeiffer’s saloon is at about No. 500 

Milwaukee avenue, and it now appears that the 

Ss portion of the persons who dave 
en swindied are located in two or three 

blocks in that district. As is usual in such 

cases, it was in mauy instances the people who 
could least afford to lose money who had in- 
vested in the scheme. Mr. Ambach bad put 
money in it, Mr. Pfeiffer had put money in it, 
many Other respectabie people had put money 
in it, and why not everybody?—so aggued the 
well-paid agents. Therefore 
POOR PEOPLE IN THE VICINITY 
who knew these things were true pinched and 
starved for the purpose of investing. A $100 
bond for n and $61 of it sure money, said 
they —why, we shallsoon berich! Mr. Pfeiffer’s 
ease is an aggravating one also, from the fact 
that he grew o from a building association 
in which he had it invested and turned it over 
to the Union Benefit fraud. 80 these two 
gentlemen were selected to give the con- 
cern a new iease of life, and to make 
the matter more certain they got joint 
control with the other officers of what 
was called the reserve fund. This fund is do- 
positrd sately in the bank, and was supposed to 
be sufficient to pay off the shareholders at the 
rate of 75 cents on the dollar Hat any time the 
society's affairs should have to be wound up. 
It now appears that the fund amounts to but 
$827 and in case of a wind-up of the corpora- 
on, according to law, would not more than 
cover the necessary expenses—it is universally 
acknowledged at least that it would not pay 
more than one cent on the dollar. After Tue 

TRIBUNE exposure the Staats-Zeitung and other 

German papers took the matter up, copied Tus 

TRIBUNE articles, and warned their readers 

aguinst the society. As the investors were al- 

most all Germans this continued circulation of 

— exposé helped to finally crush the organiza- 

tion. 

Some days ago it was reported that Schottler 
was making arrangements for flight from the 
city, and this news reaching the Milwaukee ave- 
nue subscribers created a rumpus which result- 
ed in an immediate rush of a crowd of share 
hoiders to the bDauk, beaded by Trustee Pfeitfer 
and President Ambach, for the purpose of stop- 
ping payment of the reserve fund to Drossner 
and Schottier. in this they were successful. 
The sharehviders had now become convinced 
that 7 75 whole thing was a swindie, and Presi- 
dent Ambach at once calied a meeting to be 
heid the same evening in the Aurora 
Holl for the purpose of deciding

in the matter. Some fifty persons attended, in- 
cluding Secretary Schottier. Schottler stated 
that Drossner bad gone to Springtieid for the 
purpose of procuring a new charter for another 
and similar association, which should be carried 
on under a different name, and that 
all the members of the present society would 
become members of cho new one, and be the 
tirst recipients of the rotauon payments of 
$61. About halt of those present were pleased 
with this scheme, but the other and bonester 
half insisted on having the concern closed right 
up. The oldofficers were freely denounced as 
swindlers, and the new President was under- 
stood to say that he had been tbouguùtlesly led a 
day or two previous to lend his name to the 
scheme, but would withdraw at the earliest op- 
portunity. After a prolonged wrangle it was 
finally decided toawait the arrival of Drossner 
with bis new charterfrom Spingtield, and if it 
was found that bis scheme was likely to be a 
success the 500 or more suckers of the old asso- 
ciation would wait for payment from the funds 
raised by other suckers who should be induced 
to join the new society. 

A TRIBUNE reporter visited the office of the 
association esterday, and found Manager 
Drossner and Secretary Schottler there. The 
tire was out, the books laid aside, and it was evi- 
dent no business was bemg done. Botb gentie- 
men wore their hats and overcoats, and were ap- 
parentiy about to leave the oflice, though it wag 
only about 20’clock at che time. Hoth refused 
to answer any questions. Drossuer did not know 
whether he bad been from the city during the 
week, and did not know whether he hada new 
charter, and did not even know whether be bad 
applied for one. In fact, be was in a hopeless 
state of ignorance appurentiy about every- 


thing.

PRESIDENT AMBACH 

was called on and said that it was only lately 
that be bad learned the concern was a swindle. 
He had been a guileiess sucker—as to how. much 
be bad lost he would ratber not speak. He 
wanted to get out of the concern at the earliest 
opportunity, and had asked the Stadia-Zeiltung 
to publish a statement to that effect. He knew 
his money was beyond recovery. The swindiers 
who run the concern had tempted him with the 
honor of a Presidency in order to use him as a 
cat’s-paw. Aud more to the same eifect. 

Mr. Pfeiffer, the saloonkeeper, was also seen, 
and corroborated Mr. Amvach's statements. 
Naturally he feit chagritied at his own simplici- 
1y. They bad been thinking of getting the con- 
cern wound up by the courts, but on account of 
the $800 or so in the bank the shareboiders pre- 
ferred a mutual agreement to divide this. up 
without legal expense, if such could be come to. 
They could do notoing until they gut hold of 
Drossner, who had been away all week. Now 
that they had learned from the reporter that he 
was back in the city, they would take prompt 
action in the matter. 

From these gentiemen and others the report- 
er learned chat A. Collier, of Indianapolis, the 
former President of the society, hed been in the 
cijy on Friday, but on learning how matters 
stood, immediately left, fearing arrest. 
Collier's profession is freely stated to 
be the getting-up of societies. He 
ig _ said to be running another concern 
in In lianapolis called the Marion Loan & Trust 
Company, which has been in existence now tor 
over a year, and from which he is drawing large 
sums of money. 

The statements of Drossner and Schottler that 
they put up funds for sbares the same as other 
investors, are now declared to be false on the 
authority of President Ambach and others who 
lately had an opportunity to examine the mode 
of working the society. Out of every $100 re- 
ceived it is calculated that the organizers 
pocketed about $90, the remainder being paid 
to the suckers on the rotation plat as al- 
ready described fully in Tue Traisune. It cer- 
tainly seems a case for the State’s-Attorney to 
ag up and prosecuted with the utmost rigor of 
the law.

It is stated that still another effort is being 
made to infuse life into the East Chicago 
project. At a recent meeting ex-Senator Bar- 
num, Milton Weston, and Mr. Fack& were 
appointed an executive committee to tarry 
oat the plans of the projectors. Milton 
Weston is stated to have goue to London for 
the purpose of inducing the English banker 
who advanced the $350,000 for the first pay- 
ment on the purchase money, and $40,000 in- 
terest, to accept his advance and withdraw 
from the project. If this object can be 
gained, the company. it is said, in- 
tends to go ahead with its plans, with 
the exception, however, of the Belt 
Line Railroad scheme, . which will 
be abandoned or merged in the Western In- 
diana Belt Line Railroad. Whatever trath 
there may be in these statements, itis certain 
there is some smoldering fire in the enter- 
prise, and prominent real-estate men, while 
rather skeptical in general ih regard to any 
immediate action on the part of the company, 
profess to believe that the men interested 
have plans in view which will play an im- 
portant part in the developmentof the Calu- 
niet region, According to their calculations, 
Gould is making a determined effort to in flu- 
ence the cattle trade, so asto have the bulk 
of shipments arrive in Chicago via St. Louis, 
instead af by way of Kansas City. In purst- 
ance of that policy the establishment of stock- 
yards to the south of the city is merely a 
question of time, The coal roads of the East, 
among others the Hocking Valley and the 
Bee Line, are reaching for a through 
route to Chicano, with the pice, 
pect of the establishment of coal-yards of 
immense size to the south of Chicago.

Sales Under “pectal Assessments. 

Cc o, March 3.— [Editor of The Trib- 
une. —I see that Mr-Onuahan isof the opinion 
that the bill offered in the Legislature to pre- 
vent the obtaining of judgments on special 
assessments after March 1 would do no good, 
Let us fondly hope that very few of the peo- 
ple’s representatives will agree with Mr. 
Onahan—that it willdo no good to passa 
law that will prevent the sale without notice 
of the property of these poor and prompt tax- 
payers. ‘hey go in and pay early 
in the year and suppose they are 
through paying taxes for the year.. Some 
special is returned after they have patd, and 
at the anuual tax-sale following again their 
lots are sold, and are generally deeded to 
some tax-buyer, without their getting notice 
of any kind. Many thousand lots, belonging 
generally to this poor and prompt class, have 
been sold at each of the tax-sales for the last 
five years and not one in ten of the owners 
knows even today that his lots have been 
sold; the time to redeem expired, and the 
property deeded away from them; nor will 
he know of it till he has occasion to get an 
abstract written up for some purpose. This 
thing of selling out lots for specials returned 
after the general taxes of the current year 
have been paid isa very carefully-set trap 
and catches even experts in the business. 
The only real remedy is that no one shail be 
allowed to get held of the tax-books or col- 
lect a dollar of taxes till all the taxes and 
specials of the year are extended on the tax- 
books. This proposed law is at best only a 
partial remedy, and yet it will afford very 
great relief. As it is how, even those who 
pay to the County ‘Treasurer early in the 
year are liable to be sold out, as many of 
these specials are returned only a short time 
before the annual tax-sales begin. Of course 
this publication notice is no protection, as ug 
one reads that or thinks of doing so.

It is fifteen years since I moved from 
this city to the beautiful suburb Downer’s 
Grove, twenty-two miles out on the Chicago, 
Burlington & Quincy Railroad. I bave come 
to the eity nearly every week-day during 
that time. To do so I have traveled on the 
cars 205,860 miles, or eight times around the 
world and 5,860 miles over. I have paid for 
my own fare 81.305, for fare of family $740, 
for fare of friends $288, for freight and ex- 
pressage on family supplies from ey 8746. 
‘The time required to g0 and come from my 
business has been an average of three anda 
quarter hours per das, or inall five years 
and sixty-six days of nine hours each. This 
time at $2,000 per year (a fair average of 
those who live in the Suburbs—it has cost 
me much more) amounts to the sum of

COMMERCIAL. 


The leading produce An were not very 
active on Saturday, but stronger. The volume 
of trading was materiaily diminished by the 
sovering ot the telegraph wires, especially those 
connecting us with Milwaukee. The feeling was 
easy early in the day, with fine weather, and all 
sorts of gossip about early seeding, but there 
was a turn about 1] o’clovk, and the markets 
thenceforth ranged bigber, with a fair volume 
of buying. 

Provisions were moderately active and irrer- 
ularly stronger. Pork advanced 15c and closed 
100 above the latest prices of Friday at $18.57% 
bid for May. ‘Lard advanced lige. and closed 
nearly 10e higher, at $11.60@11.¢2% for May. 
Ribs fell off 50 under a little speculative 
pressure to sell, but closed 100 above 
the lowest point, at $10.05 for May. 
The British quotations showed little 
change, and there were prognostications of 
large receipts of hogs here, wu ich caused opera- 
tors to look for lower prices. But a Miiwaukee 
firm bought a few thousand tierces of lard, and 
straigbtway the word went around that he had 
been depressing pricesin order to get a good 
chance,to buy. There was no other feature in 
the deal except the temporary weakness in ribs 
due to the discovery by one or two sellers that 
they are high as compared with pork. Opera- 
tors noted an extra good shipping demand for 
pork and ribs, and Fridays purchases ot meats 
for prompt shipment are said to have exceeded 
12000,000 ibs. 

The hog packing of this city since the close of 
February is estimated at about 15,000. That of 
the iast four months will foot up not less than 
2,476,000, and not more than about 2,500,000. 

Flour was duller than usual. The sale of one 
round jot for export comprised the bulk of the 
trading. There is no quoted change in prices, 
but bolders were strong. Brun and other coarse 
milistuffs were firm:

The next greatest corpora- 
tion in the State had its own President on the 


floor, Mr. Gowen. If either of those gentlemen 
had been able to point outa single letter that 
was unjustly barsh or severe upoa the railroads 
it would have been striken out by a unanimous 
vote. Neither of them suggested that the 
rights ot the railroads were about to be endan- 
gered. it was argued there, however, that 
some of these railrouds, having been chartered 
with certain privileges, tould make rates to suit 
themselves. 
A REASONABLE LIMIT TO CHARGES. 

I bold that a railroad charter without a rea- 
sonabie limit to chagesis void. The road is not 
a public highway if the mausgers may charge 
whatever they please. That was settled as early 


as 1881 in the first creat railroad case that ever 


came before the gourts—the case of Bonaparte 
against the Camdeh & Amboy Railroad Com- 
pany. Tosay the State cannot save the people 
from such extortion and fraud is to utter a pre: 
posterous absurdity. By the right of eminent 
domain the State always has the power to 
abate a monopoly. You can regulate the rail- 
rends just as yo u can hackdrivers. The opin- 
ion of Judge Waite in the case of Mann againat 
the State of Lilinvis is unanswerable and setties 
that point completely. Mr. Gowen says the rail- 
roads have great power with the courts, 1 don’t 
know bow that fs, but really they are weak and 
powerless iu uny issue that brings them before 
the people. For every willionaire they have 

meade a thousand pupers; for every wan 
they've dene a favur to they've cheated tea 
thousand, and these are the things that will be 
remewberec in a popular issue. There's noth- 
ina in the Lord's Prayer more correct than the 
seventeenth. article of the Constitution. . Does 
anybody pretend that railroad vompanies have 
aright to monepolize not only ruilroads but 
other business besides and fleece the country?

You may say what 
a saloon might be, as a place where men might 
rest and chat and take an innocent refreshment, 
put lam not talking of what saloons might be, 
but of what you and I knowthey are. You may 
picture a pleasant saloon, with a moral com- 
pany pleasant, eating an ice-cream or drinking 
a giass of beer with their cheerful conversa- 
tion, but we know perfectly weil that you find 
no such picture in the whole City of New York. 
We know that in every liquor saloon the blear- 
eyed drunkard, the lawiess rowdy, and the seedy 
lounger are found as types of the babitués: that 
the conversation is boisterous, profane, and ob- 
scene; that drink is not taken asa refreshment 
but as an excitement, and that in large 
quantities; that treat 1oliows treat in a 
company until all are tuddied; that under the 
influence of the liquor men grow cross and ugly.

The brethren 
Goethe and Schiller would not destroy the 
beauty of a pure and moral community. What 
they need is to become aware.of the evil to 
which they are ministering, that they may join 
ali iovers of order in drying up these fouatains 
of crime and pauperiem.

@#tealing «a Minister—Relations Between 


Church aud Paator. ~ 


The great deep of Protestant ecciesiasti- 
cism is often vexed by no small tempest of 
talk about the relations of vacant churches to 
settled pastors. It frequently happens that a 
clergyman, supposed to be happily and per- 
manently located, is called away from his 
work to a new field of labor, amid loud com- 
plaints of the injury done to the chureh left 
pastorless. Even when a decorous silence is 
maintained before the public there is often 


not a little suppressed resentment; and the. 


opinion that no church has a right to dis- 
disturb a settled pastor by calling him 
into its service finds angry expression. 
The act is denounced as a species of larceny, 
and Jaws to punish the crime of stealing 
a minister are feelingly invoked. Several 
flagrant cases of this sort have recently oc- 
curred, arousing unwonted ire in the breasts 
ot staid parishioners, and no week passes 
that does not witness griets of this nature in 
some partof the land. The ethics of this 
relation deserve, therefore, a little study. It 
isa subject in which good Methodists are 
supposed-to have no interest. 

Without doubt it is a hardship that a 
church snould be deprived, for any reason, 
ofthe services ofa wacher to whom it has 
become attached, and who seems to be con- 
tented and successful in his work. The ‘wish 
lo be protected against such a loss is one 
which membeys of a church natur- 
ally entertain. “But, the uestion has 
two sides, and the iraie church 
pulpit has just been emptied is not apt to see 
more than one of them. The welfare of the 
minister, as well as of the church, must be 
considered. Now, itis unquestionable that 
the welfare of the minister sometimes re- 
quires him to change his field of labor. A 
life-long pastorate may be the ideal, but itis 
Impossible, in many cases, to realize it. A 
change is sometimes demanded, not chiefly 


for an increase of salary, but for relief from 


burdens of labor and care that have grown 
intolerable, or to preserve health and power 
of work. In these exacting times, when the 
pulpit must grapple with so many great 
questions, and when the condition of power 
is wide and consiant study, this necessity 
frequentiy occurs. There are ministers who, 
by dint of tough constitutuons, and by the al- 
lowance of liberal and frequent vacations, 
continue to do severe and thorough work in 
the same field for a long time: but there are 
many whose heaith is less firm and whose 
congregations are less liberal. 

Anower tact to be considered is that min- 
isters who, for any reason, are out of serv- 
ice, are not generally wanted. 
pulpits do not affect the unemployed par- 
sons. The church that has just been raging 
about che stealing ot its own minister will 
pass by scores of clergymen who are seeking 
places and fix its choice on some pastor 
whose hands are tull of work. Among the 


unemployed clergymen capable and excel-. 


lent men may often be found: but 
no fact is more familiar to those who 
are acquainted with ecclesiastical affairs 
than that the unemployed clergyman, what- 
ever may be his merits, is at a great disad- 
vantage in seeking a parish. This is a state 
of things for which the ministeis are not re- 
sponsible; the churches themselves have es- 
tablished this rule, by which it has generally 
come to be understood that a minister who 
wants a place is a minister whom no place 
wants. 

It is not, therefore, prudent for the min- 
ister to resign his charge, even when he feeis 
that a change is imperative. Even if he were 
known to be seeking a place, the committees 
of supply would steel their hearts against 
him. Hisonly hope is in quietly staying 
where he is, and doing his work as well as 
he can. Peradventure some vacant church 
may spy him out and come to his retief. 

Churches are not always so considerate and 
renerous as they ought to bein their treat- 
ment of their ministers. The ministers-are 
willing to work, and the churches are will- 
ing toletthem. The harder they work the 
neavier are the burdens laid on them. The 
contracts, on the part of the churches, are 
not scrupulously kept; and if the minister is 
good-natured and does not complain, it is 
assumed that there is no reason for com- 
plaint.. Probably, if hö should complain, 
nothing would be done; he thinks it wiser, 
therefore, to go on with his work and wait 
until relief shall come to him from some 
other quarter. 

It. therefore, it should be established ‘aaa 
rule that vacant churches must make 0 
overtures to settled ministers, it would go 
hard with scores of overworked men who 
oughtto find respitin a change of labor. 
The churches have already made it difficult 
for A minister without charge to gain em- 
ployment; if they could create a sentiment 
which would prevent a settled minister from 
receiving a call, the ministers would be left 
in an embarrassing position. The attempt 
to create such a sentiment is an attempt to 
form a kind of ecclesiastical trades-union, 
under which ministers shall be wholly at 
the mercy of the churches. It is not likely 
to succeed, but those who are calling for it 
ought to be aware of the nature of the de- 
mand which they are making. 

The truth is that the labor market ought to 
be as free in the clerical profession as in any 
other business, and attempts to restrict the 
freedom of movement in this calling are not 


in the interests of justice and fair play. 


Granted that there ought to be something 
other than a business relation between pastor 
and people, it still remains true that that 
higher relation must in no wise contravene 
those principles of justice and freedom on 
which all contracts are based. 

A vacant chureh hasa right to ask any 
settled pastor whether be desires to change 
his field of labor. If he does not wish to 
change he will say so, and no harm will be 
done. Such a negative reply is often made, 
even when a great increase of salary is offered. 
The minister who can be toled away by a 
bigger salary—with whom the salary is the 
paramount consideration—is not worth get- 
ting or keeping. The church is the gainer 
that loses him. Doubtless there are such 
clergymen, but they are not all such; there 
is nO other class ot men with whom pecn- 
niary considerations have so little influence. 
The church whose minister is worth keeping 
ought to be willing, therefore, that any coin- 
mittee of supply should have free access to 
him, If the chureh has confidence enough 
in its pastor’s judgment and integrity to de- 
sire his services as a religious teacher it must 
believe that he will not encourage any such 
approaches, unless it is, necessary for some 
reason that he should seek another field. 
And when for any good reasonsuch a change 
becomes necessary the church should put no 
obsiacie in his way. 

The estimate of the ministerial character 
which is implied in all this clamor of the in- 
jured churches is the reverse of flattering. 
It seems to be assumed that he is not a free 
and responsible being; that he is the victim 
or the dupe of those who have beguiled him 
away. “It is mean to steal a sheep, but 
meaner to steal a shepherd.” is a common 
saying of those who thus complain. The 
saying uncovers the fallacy of the whole case. 
A sheep can be stolen becanse it is a chattel, 
but a shepherd cannot. The shepherd makes 
his own contracts in this country, and so 
does the minister. His place of labor is not 
likely to be changed without his own free 
choice. . 

Another similitude commonly quoted in 
such cases is equallv lacking in pertinence. 
The church that calls a settled minister is 
said to be guilty of an act precisely like that 
of the woman who hires your cook out of 
your kitchen. But if there is any wrong in 
this case, it is in the faet that your cook is 
ignorant and easily impesed upon: that the 
woman who has coaxed her away offers her 
no better place, and thus injures you with- 
out benefiting your'servant. If the servant 
is able to judge for herself, and knows that 
she is improving her condition by the change, 
what right have you to standin the way of 
her goim’, or to complain of another for giv- 
ing her what you withheld? This kind of 
outcry is never heard concerning any class 
of employés save those who are assumed to 
be unable to choose wisely for them- 
selves, The casvier of a bank 
the superintendent of a railroad, is called 
from one place to another, and nobody ever 
thinks of questioning his right to go, or the 
right of another employer to offer him em- 
ployment. There seems to be no good rea- 
son why the minister should not be credited 
with as much judgment, and allowed as 
much liberty as is granted to a bank cashier 
or a railroad superintendent. . 2 

There seems, then, to be no other method 
for a church t pursue, if it wishes to keep 
its minister, than that which every em- 
ployer must pursue who wishes to retain a 
valued servant. The church must keep its 
prs of the contract, must see that its min- 
ster is not overworked, must 
with him in all possible ways, must show 
him that his labors are appreciated, and that 
his welfare is fairly considered. If, after 
the church bas done all this, the minister 
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goes away, common sense. 
church to ohe of two conclusions; will 
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either bow to the providential ‘decree that 
has removed a faithful tract, or it wiil 
thank God that it is rid of a trifler.

Dr. Bacon 
expresses himself as contident that no ulterior 
purpose is now subserved by this system, but 
tor fear of sometbing of the kindin the future, 
suggests that at each annual meeting a commit- 
tee of persens outside of the board ollicers 
should be appointed to make all the arrange- 
meus for the meetings. Should sucha pian be 
carried into operation it would throw couster- 
nation into the coterie of officials.

STOCK-YARDS INSURANCE. 


Report of the Committee Appointed to 
Secure Better Fire Protection—Saper- 
intendent Buliwinkle’s Report. 

A meeting of all the Chicago insurance 
agents Was held yesterday afternoon at the 
rooms of the Board of Underwriters for the 
purpose of hearing the report of the com- 
mittee appointed after the Hately fire at the 
Stock-Yards to take the necessary steps to 
secure better fire protection at that point. 

THE COMMITTEE’S REPORT. 

In a report to the underwriters prepared 
and presented by the Stock-Yards Investi- 
gating Committee, Messrs. James, Cunning- 
ham, Drew, Cameron, and Cary, the work of 
the committee was briefly reviewed and the 
attention of the underwriters directed to the 
suggestion ot the committee to the board at 
ameeting last October, that aschedule for 
rating packing-houses—charging for deficien- 
cies in construction and removing the charges 
when the improvements were made—should 
be adopted, and that this was the only practical 
way ot handling ie question, and bring about 
the desired results. The committee at that 
ineetuig Were directed to prepare a schedule. 
and every oflice in the city agreed to conform 
to the rates prepared by the committee. The 
schedule under which the committee pushed 
its work proposed an advance of from 5 to 
25 cents for a failure to comply with their 
suggestions in various directions. For in- 
stance, 25 cents were added when all outside 
Windows and doors where not provided with 
standard iron shutters. The same increase 
was imposed so long as there was an absence 
of a tank capable of holding 150,000 gallons 
of water. Where framework adjoined a 
ip and where there were no fire-pump and 

\and-pipes through, the building with a suffi- 
client supply of hose 15 cents were to be 
added. The failure to keep on hand 
a supply of chemical extinguishers, or a 
negiect to extend the fire walls above the 
roof, the existence of a boiler-room not cut 
off from the main building by fire walls, the 
absence of a certain number of combined 
stand-pipes and ladders, the failure to re- 
move the lamp-room to a separate brick 
building, and the use of any light other than 
lard oil or gas would result in an addition of 
lv cents. Where a certain number of watch- 
men were not employed, furnished with 
watch-clocks, and where all woodwork ex- 
posed on the top of buildings was not pro- 
tected with metal, and all openings or sky- 
lights with heavy wire screens, % 
cents were to be added. it was 
also stipulated that steam-pipes were 
to be removed from all contact with wood: 
that the premises were tobe kept free from 
rubbish, no smoking permitted, gasoline de- 
odvurizing tanks to be removed to the outside 
of the building with a valve in the bottom to 
draw otf the fluid in ease of à fire: and that 
all the impcovements were to be earried out 
under the supervision and to the satisfaction 
of the Chief of the Fire Patrol. The basis 
for rates upon packing-house risks was made 
$1.50 for those houses having 40,000 square 
feet of area. From 40,000 to 80,000 square 
feet the rate was $1.75, and above 80,000 82. 
Excesses for violations were added to these 
rates. 

Mention is made of the fact that Superin- 
tendeut Bullwinkle, whose report is given 
below, has been putin charge of the work 
at the yards. The watch-signal systeim, 
which is fully appreciated by the packers, is 
spoken of in terms of praise. The commit- 
tee acknowelge the prompt action and gen- 
erous outlay on the part of the packers, who 
have expended in all $524,553. Thanks are 
due them for their characteristic and liberal 
support. The committee conclude with a 
reference to the unanimity and forbearance 
with which they have been sustained in the 
difficult task assigned to them. 

BULLWINKLE’S REPORT. 

It appears from the report of Superintend- 
ent Builwinkle, dated Jan. 1, thatthe amount 
expended at the packing-houses in order to 
increase the water-supply, ete., is $255,912, 
all which was advanced by the packers. The 
‘Town of Lake now has a water capacity of 
20,000,000 gallons a day, while it has in reser- 
voirs. to be used for fire purposes onlv, 20,- 
145,000 gallons. Nearly all the houses are con- 
nected by the fire-alarm signal-system with 
the ſire- insurance patrol headquarters. There 
are 239 watch-recording boxes connecting the 
houses with the patrol system, which boxes 
are also fire-alarm boxes. There have been 
removed sheds and other wooden buildings 
covering an area of 212,050 square feet. 
There have been put on 1,930 iron. shutters; 
the roads in the district have been greatly 
improved; the use of candies in the houses 
has been done away with; and the lamp- 
rooms are now in separate buildmes.- There 
are in use 16,280 feet. of two-and-a-half ineh 
hose, the property of private parties, 
nearly all the establishmeuts have the fire- 
pumps and extinguishers required by the 
underwriters. 

The report was unanimously adopted and 
the committee was discharged with thanks. 
It is the ovinion of the underwriters that the 
work has been well done, and that the risks 
at the yards are about as safe as they can be 
made. Since the carrying out of the changes 
insisted on by the committee there have 
been none of those disastrous blazes which, 
prior to that time, did so much to pull down 
the profits of the insurance companies in 
this city.

The G'iucose Fraud. 

CHICAGO, March 3.—[Editor of The Tribune.]— 
In your Thursday's issue, under the beading 
„ Billions in It,“ you publish an interview with 
Mr. S. D. Ovitt in regard to a million-dollar 
scheme of Prof. Friend. The scheme is to take 
three pounds of grape-sugar or glucose and one 
pound Of cane-sugar and produce four poynds 
of what is known as granulated or cane-sugar— 
in other words, to produce four pounds of sugar 
crystallized in the rhombohedral system. This 
is beid by all chemists expert in sugar Manu- 
facture as chemically impossible. 

What Prof. Friend may succeed in doing is 
far ditferent from what would be interred from 
reading the above-mentioned article. He may. 
succeed in crystallizing glucose, but that is 
nothing new. The crystals will not be in the 
rhombohedral system, and any one can detect 
the mixture. Every one versed in the chem- 
istry of sugar kuows that it requires three 
pounds of the purest glucose to equal 
one pound of granulated or cane-sugar 
in sweetness; so chat. unless Prof. Friend suc- 
ceeds in overtbrowing the natural laws of chem- 
istry as we understand them. the three pounds 
of grape sugar taken by him, whieh equals one 
of granulated sugar. and the one pound of cane 
sugar will form a mixture of the same sweet- 
ness as two pounds of ordinary cane or granu- 
lated sugar. That is to say, it requires four 
pounds ot the Friend sugar to equal two 
pounds of honest cane sugar.":
